Selectmen. 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  their  doings  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1904,  together  with  recommendations  for  the  year  1905.

The  balance  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  January  i,  1906,. 
together  with  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.00  this  year  and 
the  next  two  years  will  take  care  of  the  school  bonds 
due  November  i,  1920.  In  addition  to  the  bonded  debt 
there  are  outstanding  notes  on  account  of  school  houses 
to  the  amount  of  $20,000.00,  said  notes  payable  each 
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year  as  follows:  In  1905,  1906,  1907,  $4,000.00;  in  190S, 
1909,  $3,000.00;  in  1910,  1911,  $1,000.00,  and  the 

Assessors  are  to^  assess  each  year  the  amounts  called 
for  to  take  care  of  these  notes  as  they  fall  due.

Grade  Crossings. 

On  July  2,  1904,  the  Superior  Court  ordered  that  the 
report  of  the  Grade  Crossing  Commissioners  on  the 
abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  the  town  of  Attleborough 
be  confirmed.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford 
Railroad  Company  are  now  at  work  purchasing  the  land 
that  has  been  taken  for  railroad  purposes.  The  Select- 
men have  also  appointed  the  railroad  company  as  agent 
for  the  town  to  purchase  land  taken  for  highway  pur- 
poses. This  work  is  now  well  under  way,  some  thirty 
or  more  parties  having  already  been  settled  with.  We 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  actual  work  of 
construction  will  be  commenced  early  in  the  spring. 

Perambulation  of  Town  Lines. 

On  the  15th  day  of  November  we  met  the  Selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Norton  and  together  went  over  the  line 
between  the  two  towns,  found  the  monuments  all  stand- 
ing and  in  good  condition  and  renewed  the  marks.  We 
also,  on  the  i6th  day  of  December,  met  the  Selectmen

of  the  town  of  Seekonk  and  renewed  the  markers  on 
the  monuments  between  the  two  towns,  which  we  found 
standing  and  in  good  condition. 

Tramp  House  and  New  Cells. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  town  appropriated  $1,000.00 
for  a tramp  house  and  new  cells  in  the  lockup.  After  a 
careful  investigation  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
before  we  bpilt  a tramp  house  we  would  try  and  see 
if  we  could  not  free  the  town  from  the  tramp  nuisance, 
without  going  to  the  expense  of  a new  building.  AVe 
therefore,  early  in  the  fall,  gave  orders  to  the  police 
and  keeper  of  the  lockup  not  to  put  up  tramps  unless 
they  were  old  or  sick.  These  orders  have  been  carried 
out  with  the  following  results. 

One  year  ago  for  three  months  there  were  714  tramps 
put  up ; this  year  for  the  past  three  months  there  have 
only  been  10  tramps.  We  think  we  have  solved  the 
tramp  question. 

As  there  is  a movement  on  foot  to  build  a new  build- 
ing on  County  street,  in  which  it  is  intended  to  place 
the  District  Court  room,  and  as  it  would  be  much  better 
to  have  the  lockup  in  the  same  building,  for  which 
suitable  room  could  be  procured,  we  decided  not  to  in- 
stall any  more  cells  in  the  present  lockup  at  this  time. 
This  money  has  been  returned  to  the  treasury,  where  it 
will  help  take  care  of  a part  of  the  overdrafts  in  other 
departments.

Collector  of  Taxes,  in  which  time  you  have  committed 
to  me  for  collection  over  a million  of  dollars.  We  have 
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been  advancing  rapidly  in  our  promptness  of  the  pay- 
ment of  our  taxes.  From  a period  when  from  50%  to 
60%  was  paid  in  a fiscal  year,  the  year  of  1903  rose  to 
90%,  and  I am  glad  to  report  that  1904  has  eclipsed  all 
previous  records  and  shows  payment  of  92%,  and  this 
in  spite  of  the  facts,  that  a general  raise  in  valuation 
was  deemed  necessary  this  year,  as  well  as  poor  business 
conditions,  together  with  the  failure  of  one  of  our  local 
street  railways,  which  holds  back  about  $2,000.00  worth 
of  taxes.  This  degree  of  promptness  has  enabled  us  to 
pass  our  first  December  without  borrowing  money.

would  only  show  eight  pounds  weight.  Both  parties 
were  brought  into  court  and  fined  $50.00  and  costs  each.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle 
Provisions  and  Milk. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborough: 

Gentlemen : 

In  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk,  I will  say  I made  a thorough  in- 
spection of  all  the  horned  cattle  and  swine  in  town  in 
October. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  176  stables,  where  864  cows,  • 
four  oxen,  168  young  cattle,  17  bulls,  and  819  swine  were 
examined,  and  at  that  time  found  nearly  all  in  a healthy 
condition. 

There  has  been  a marked  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  the  cattle  in  town  in  the  last  four  years,  owing  largely 
to  the  fresh  supply  of  cows  being  shipped  into  town  by 
difterent  parties. 

I have  inspected  and  released  273  cows  this  year 
brought  into  the  town  from  r^Iaine,  Xew  Hampshire  and 
Vermont. 

I have  made  15  visits  to  Joseph  Woods’s  slaughter 
house  in  South  Attleboro  during  the  year  to  inspect  29 
head  of  cattle  aftet  they  were  dressed,  and  found  them 
all  healthy. 

I have  quarantined  five  cows  during  the  year,  under 
suspicion  of  having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis. 
They  were  all  condemned  and  killed. 
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During  the  year  I have  quarantined  seven  cows 
brought  into  the  State  without  a permit, 

I have  sold  63  licenses  to  sell  milk  this  year,  which  is 
eight  more  than  I sold  last  year. 

I think  the  milk  brought  into  town  the  last  year  on 
the  whole  has  been  very  good.

Annual  Report  of  the  Park 
Commissioners. 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

Your  Commissioners  have  endeavored  to  make  the 
most  of  the  money  granted  them  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
proving Capron  Park,  and  think  that  the  results  will 
bear  us  out  in  the  conclusion  that  a great  deal  has  been 
accomplished  for  the  money  expended. 

The  whole  frontage  of  the  park,  on  both  County  and 
Dennis  streets,  some  seventeen  hundred  feet  in  length 
and  from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in 
depth  and  comprising  ten  or  more  acres,  or  a large  one- 
third  of  the  park,  has  been  cleared  of  stones,  stumps  and 
roots,  and  is  grassed  over  and  now  presents  a very 
attractive  appearance  to  the  eye. 

We  do  not  know  how  many  of  our  citizens  have,  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  looked  over  the  land  given  for  Capron 
Park,  but  we  feel  that  an  agreeable  surprise  awaits  any 
that  may  do  so,  and  that  they  will  appreciate  the  im- 
provements already  taken  place  and  the  possibility  of 
making  this  ground  a really  attractive  and  beautiful 
place. 

The  need  of  public  open  spaces  in  a town,  in  addition 
to  the  highways,  is  now  too  generally  acknowledged  to 
call  for  argument,  and  it  is  well  to  point  out  that  as  at 
town  grows  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  such  places  in- 
creases and  they  become  extremely  expensive.  With 
the  fact  in  mind  that  parks  are  fast  becoming  one  of 
the  necessities  of  modern  life,  the  town  or  city  which 
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does  not  improve  opportunities  of  obtaining  suitable  lots 
of  land,  which  may  be  developed  into  parks  as  they  are 
required,  is  neglecting  its  duty  to  both  present  and 
future  generations.  We  have  installed  water  works  and 
want  and*  will  soon  have  a system  of  sewers,  not  as 
financial  investments,  but  because  they  improve  our 
physical  comfort  and  safety.  Schools  and  libraries  we 
maintain  at  the  public  expense,  not  for  a percentage  of 
profit,  but  to  assist  and  aid  our  children  and  people  to 
a larger  intelligence  and  a higher  citizenship,  thereby 
safeguarding  our  liberty.  Parks  are  likewise  being 
established  everywhere,  not  for  a direct  monetary  gain, 
but  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  public,  these  breath- 
ing spaces  aflfording  places  for  recreation  and  a place 
where  those  who  are  worried  and  anxious  over  the  trials 
of  life  can  come  in  contact  with  nature  and  be  helped  by 
its  quieting  influence. 

Within  eleven  miles  of  the  State  House  in  Boston 
there  are  15,175  acres  of  parks  costing  $33,275,000.00 
and  maintained  at  an  annual  cost  of  $521,000.00.  There 
are  fifteen  miles  of  fine  roads  connecting  the  difterent 
parks,  and  the  title  has  been  obtained  to  land  for  ten 
miles  more.  A conservative  estimate  would  allow 
1,000,000  inhabitants  within  the  area  served  by  these 
parks,  which  would  bring  the  cost  of  them  per  capita 
$33-27- 

Greater  New  York  has  an  area  of  6,997  acres  in  parks, 
valued  by  the  assessors  at  $297,680,000.00,  making  a 
value  per  capita  of  $77.56. 

Very  many  towns  and  cities  are  waking  up  to  the 
valu'e  of  parks  in  a community,  especially  in  our-  own 
State.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Caprons,  our 
town  has  a good  one  fairly  started  which  when  finished 
will  cost  us  about  $3.00  per  capita,  on  a basis  of  10,000 
inhabitants. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  our  public  spirited 
citizens  to  the  piece  of  land  adjoining  the  park  on  Dennis 
street,  which  contains  a hill  much  higher  than  any  in 
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the  park  and  its  vicinity.  It  is  covered  with  a good 
growth  of  young  wood,  which,  if  properly  trimmed  and 
the  grove  furnished  with  seats,  would  make  a very 
attractive  spot.  i\Iost  of  the  central  part  of  the  town 
is  overlooked  by  it  and,  as  it  is  unimproved  at  present, 
it  probably  could  be  purchased  for  much  less  now  than 
at  any  future  time,  and  it  should  be  included  in  the 
park,  as  it  overlooks  the  whole  of  it,  and  would  add 
very  much  to  its  attractivenes  and  value. 

Wk  have  utilized  a natural  depression  within  a few 
rods  of  County  street,  and  have  prepared  it  for  a foun- 
tain with  a basin  of  about  forty  feet  in  diameter,  and  as 
none  of  our  citizens  have  offered  to  fix  it  up  and  install 
a fountain,  we  earnestly  request  the  town  to  appropriate 
$500.00  for  this  purpose.  This  would  finish  the  work  on 
the  front  of  the  park  and  would  add  very  much  to  the 
view  from  the  Casino  and  the  street. 

The  Commissioners  are  grateful  for  the  expressions  of 
approval  and  encouragement  received  from  many  of  our 
citizens,  and  we  hope  we  may  continue  to  receive  not 
only  words  of  encouragement  but  also  active  help  in 
the  work  of  improvemeint,  for  we  feel  that  a very  few 
years  of  continued  work  will  make  the  park  a place 
the  citizens  will  be  glad  to  refer  to  as  ‘‘our’’  park. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  inform  the  town  that  the  Grand 
Army  has  shown  its  interest  in  the  park,  by  purchasing 
and  setting  out  forty  oak  trees  just  to  the  west  of  the 
Casino  building  and  close  to  County  street,  making  a 
grove  to  be  known  as  the  Grand  Army  Grove.  \Yq 
here  publicly  thank  them  and  express  the  hope  that 
others  of  our  citizens  may  be  induced  to  show  their 
active  interest  in  the  work. 
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Before  we  knew  that  the  Grand  Army  were  intendin^^ 
to  furnish  trees,  or  that  the  nursery  which  furnished 
trees  to  former  Commissioners  would  replace  those  that 
died,  we  had  ordered  about  $40.00  worth  of  trees 
and  vines,  and  so  had  all  wie  needed  for  the  planting  of 
the  ground  which  had  bee'n  cleared.  We  obtained  trees 


as  follows :

by  Commissioners,  48 


Total,  238 


As  the  balance  of  the  park  is  well  covered  with  trees» 
probably  very  few  more  will  be  wanted. 

Before  closing  we  would  again  ask  the  voters  to 
double,  for  the  year  1905,  the  usual  appropriation,  and 
thus  allow  the  work  to  be  continued  through  the  whole 
season.  This  would  allow  us  to  work  much  more 
advantageously  and  we  would  have  our  finished  park  so 
much  sooner.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superint'endent  of 
Streets  for  nine  months  ending  December  31,  IQ04. 
April  I,  I received  my  appointment  and  commenc'ed  my 
duties  by  appointing  my  several  assistants. 

North  Division. 

This  division  includes  the  centre  and  all  the  main 
streets  leading  to  the  suburbs.  I appointed  Herbert  A. 
Caswell  in  charge  of  the  work.  He  is  well  known  by  all 
to  be  a capable  man  and  able  to  perform  all  duties  that 
are  required  of  him. 

In  looking  o^er  the  several  streets  leading  from  the 
suburbs  to  the  cdntre,  I decided  that  Park  street  was 
in  the  poorest  condition,  and,  therefore,  we  commenced 
to  work  on  this  street  at  the  Briggs  Corner  end.  In 
order  to  get  the  work  completed  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
I decided  to  have  the  South  Division  a^id  the  East 
Division  men  assist  in  the  work  in  addition  to  our  regu- 
lar gang.  This  strelet,  from  the  southern  end  to  Wil- 
marth  street,  was  very  narrow,  so  that  we  were  obliged 
to  build  bank  walls  for  485  feet,  also  250  feet  of  guard- 
rail, before  we  could  commence  the  work  of  grading. 
The  street  was  worked  to  grade  from  Briggs  Corner  to 
the  Allen  Cummings  place  and  gravelled  9,020  feet ; it 
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was  also  rolled  with  a steam  roller.  We  also  built  1,400 
feet  of  ash  sidewalk  at  the  southern  end  of  the  street. 

Angell  street  has  been  worked  to  grade  and  gravelled 
where  it  was  found  necessary.  Starkey  avenue  and 
Foley  street  were  also  brought  to  grade.

East  Division. 

The  majority  of  roads  in  this  section  are  the  poorest 
of  any  in  the  town,  and  while  this  part  of  the  town  is 
not  thickly  settled,  yet  there  seems  to  be  a great  deal 
of  travelling  over  this  section.  The  work  in  this  division 
has  been  under  the  direction  of  Oscar  Thayer. 

The  amoPnt  expended  in  this  district  was  $681.83. 
Of  this  amount,  $310.83  was  expended  on  Park  street. 
Wilmarth  street  has  been  worked  to  grade  from  Park 
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Street  to  Coomb’s  Hill,  a distance  of  three-quarters  of  a 
mile.  Thirty  cords  of  rock  were  blasted  and  removed, 
gutters  formed  and  the  road  crowned  with  the  material 
found  there.  Steere  street  has  been  improved  by  clean- 
ing gutters  and  building  a piece  of  road  with  stone 
foundation  and  gravel  surface.  The  brush  on  the  sides 
of  the  road  has  been  cut  throughout  the  district.

South  Division. 

The  work  in  this  section  has  been  carried  on  under 
the  supervision  of  Henry  Lord,  who  has  , -expended 
$1,302.75.  The  largest  piece  of  work  undertaken  in  this 
division  was  on  County  street.  As  the  gravel  in  this 
section  is  very  poor,  it  has  always  been  a problem  which 
had  not  been  solved  as  to  how  to  get  gravel  cheaply. 
iMr.  Lord,  however,  solved  it  by  discovering  a large  pile 
of  small  stones  near  by,  'at  the  foot  of  a ledge,  thus 
allowing  us  to  build  1,600  feet  of  macadam  road.  South 
Main  street  was  gravelled  at  the  south  end  for  2.100 
feet.  Other  streets  in  this  district  have  received  their 
usual  attenticn,  as  cutting  brush  and  cleaning  gutters. 
Mr.  Lord  also  expended  on  Park  street  to  the  amount  of 
$463.88. 
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Number  loads  of  gravel  carted,  2,870;  number  loads 
of  ashes  for  sidewalk,  81;  total  number  loads,  2,951. 

Bridges,  Culverts  and  Catch  Basins. 

Three  bridges  have  been  recovered,  namely : 
Mechanics  street.  Tiffany  street,  and  Read  street.  Also 
the  sidewalks  on  Bank  street  bridge  and  on  Blackinton 
bridge  have  been  covered. 

Five  new  catch  basins  have  been  built  and  170  feet 
of  Akron  pipe  laid.  Two  catch  basins  have  been  located 
at  the  corner  of  Park  and  Brook  streets,  and  two  at  the 
corner  of  Park  street  and  the  Speedway ; also  one  on 
South  Main  street  below  Eden  terrace. 

Falmouth  Street. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  the  sum  of  $500.00 
was  appropriated  for  the  above  named  street.  After 
having  it  surveyed  and  having  the  brush  cut,  we  found 
it  necessary  to  remove  498  loads  of  subsoil  from  the 
west  end  of  the  street.  This  material  was  used  to  form 
sidewalks  and  to  fill  low  places  in  the  street.  After  this 
six  inches  of  ashes  were  put  on  in  order  to  raise  the 
walks  to  grade.  From  Pleasaint  street  the  walks  were 
complete  for  450  feet.  The  travelled  way  from  Pleasant 
street  to  WetherelTs  shop  was  brought  to  grade  with  a 
12-inch  depth  of  good  gravel,  part  of  which  was  taken 
from  Park  street  and  the  balance  taken  from  Allen  Cum- 
mings’s bank.  A catch  basin  was  put  in  at  the  lowest 
point  of  the  street  and  a 12-inch  Akron  pipe  laid  to  con- 
vey the  water  from  Mrs.  Holmes’s  property  to  a point 
below.  Ninety-eight  loads  of  crushed  stone  were  also 
deposited  between  Pleasant  and  Morey  streets. 

Street  Sprinkling. 

The  work  of  sprinkling  streets  has  been  performed 
as  follows : 

Walter  Goff  has  attended  to  the  streets  north  of  the 
centre,  Arthur  Parmenter  the  Eastern  Section,  W.  E. 
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Groves  the  Southern  Section,  and  R.  D.  ■Manchester  the 
estern  Section.  These  men  in  charge  have 
endeavored  to  give  the  best  satisfaction  possible. 

South  Attleboro. 

The  appropriation  was  $500.00.  The  sprinkling  of 
streets  in  this  section  was  in  charge  of  Frank  E.  Shaw, 
who  has  attended  to  the  sprinkling,  commencing  at 
Orr’s  factory  and  sprinkled  the  main  street  the  entire 
length  to  the  State  line,  a distance  of  about  three  miles. 
The  work  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  residents  of 
this  section. 


Thacher  Brook  Drain. 

The  amount  of  $1,000.00  was  appropriated  to  cover 
the  drain  from  Falmouth  street  to  Park  street.  The 
retaining  walls  have  been  raised  two  and  one-half  feet 
to  the  grade  of  the  street  and  the  stone  laid  in  cement; 
the  drain  is  also  covered  with  Kyanized  lumber.  By 
raising  the  walls  considerable  space  was  left  for  filling. 
The  filling  for  this  space  was  furnished  by  dirt  from 
cleaning  the  gutters  last  fall. 

Number  of  loads  used  in  filling,  440. 

Southwest  Division. 

The  majority  of  the  streets  in  this  section  I find  to  be 
in  very  good  condition.  The  amount  expended  in  this 
section  was  $2,299.95.  George  Allen,  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  work  in  this  sction  for  a number  of  years, 
was  reappointed,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  resi- 
dents in  that  vicinity. 

The  work  of  grading  and  gravelling  Newport  avenue 
has  been  completed  during  this  past  year,  making  a first- 
class  street,  with  good  drainage  from  Orr’s  Corner  to 
AVashington  street. 
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The  length  of  gravelling  in  feet  that  has  been  done  on 
different  streets  in  this  vicinity  is  as  follows :

Four  hundred  feet  of  guard-rail  has  been  placed  on 
West  street.  Three  stone  culverts  have  been  taken  up 
and  made  larger,  one  on  West  street,  one  opposite  Orr’s 
factory,  and  one  near  the  Tiffany  estate  on  Newport 
avenue.  The  bridge  at  Read  street  has  been  sheathed 
with  two-inch  covering.

Annual  Report  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor. 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  1904. 

As  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  financial  statement 
accompaning  this  brief  report,  expenses  have  been  quite 
large,  and  the  overdraw  is  large. 

Having  abolished  the  milk  route,  our  attention  must 
need  be  turned  to  some  effort  along  farming  lines,  to 
procure  an  income  to  help  meet  our  expenses. 

April  I,  ]\Ir.  Nelson  Hagar  of  Upton,  3.1ass.,  an  ex- 
perienced farmer,  assumed  charge  of  the  farm  as 
superintendent,  and  took  up  the  work. 

In  order  to  accomplish  anything  we  were  obliged  to 
go  to  considerable  expense  in  procuring  new  tools  to 
work  with,  which  have  proved  of  great  advantage. 
Many  changes  have  been  made,  and  several  acres  of  land 
have  been  seeded  down.  Ditches  have  been  dug  to  drain 
some  of  the  wet  land,  and,  as  a result,  we  hope  another 
year  to  get  some  substantial  return  for  the  outlay 
incurred. 

The  well  has  been  completed  and  \ve  have  a supply 
of  water  for  our  needs.  W*e  still  use  the  old  well  for 
domestic  purposes ; although  the  new  well  seems  to  be 
pretty  good. 

Th*e  sale  of  milk  at  the  Farm  continues  as  last  year. 
Considerable  produce  has  been  sold,  and  we  hope  by 
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another  year  to  make  a much  better  showing  than  has 
been  made  for  many  years. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  at  the  Farm  has  been 
I 6-7 ; present  number,  6. 

The  advisability  of  appointing  a Town  Physician  hav- 
ing been  suggested,  we  refer  the  matter  to  the  voters  of 
the  town  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Nearly  one-half  of  the  overdraw  was  made  in  procur- 
ing the  water  supply,  buying  new  tools,  and  ditching, 
an  expense  which  will  not  be  necessary  next  year. 

Of  the  $241.50  for  special  cases  in  medical  attendance, 
all  but  $3.00  is  or  will  be  paid  back  to  the  town.  Also 
in  the  item  of  rents,  $155.00  is  in  same  condition.  As 
the  town  grows  in  population  it  is  but  reasonable  to 
expect  that  this  department  will  naturally  increase  its 
demands.  In  comparison  with  other  towns  in  the  State 
our  pauper  expenses  show  well.  During  this  year  there 
has  been  quite  an  increase  of  persons  who  will  need 
constant  aid — women  with  families  whose  husbands 
have  deserted  them,  widows  with  families,  and  invalid 
heads  of  families  who  must  have  a certain  weekly 
allowance  in  order  to  live.  In  consideration  of  these 
existing  conditions,  we  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$6,000,00,  $500.00  of  which  shall  be  for  medical 

attendance.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

In  presenting  its  report  for  1904,  as  called  for  by  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Board  of  Health 
regrets  that  it  cannot  state  that  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  the  healthfulness  of  the  town  during  the  past 
year,  as  the  statistics  show  an  increase  both  in  deaths 
and  in  the  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported,  as 
compared  with  several  preceding  years. 

This  is  especially  true  regarding  diphtheria,  19  cases 
having  been  reported  with  three  deaths.  Of  these,  ii 
cases  occurred  in  Attleboro  proper,  one  in  South  Attle- 
boro and  four  (in  one  family)  in  St.  Jean  Plat.  Three 
of  these  cases  died. 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  of  measles.  There  were  six  more  cases 
of  the  former  and  10  of  the  latter,  as  compared  with  last 
year.  There  were  12  cases  of  typhoid,  being  the  same 
as  last  year,  with  one  death. 

The  Board  has  added  one  more  disease  to  the  number 
to  be  reported  as  contagious,  viz. : tuberculosis.  This 
action  was  taken  the  latter  part  of  April,  since  which 
time  five  cases  have  been  reported.  The  Board  takes 
this  opportunity  to  again  inform  the  physicians  of  this 
and  of  neighboring  towns,  that  it  is  obligatory  upon 
them  to  report  cases  of  this  disease.  This  action  was 
taken  in  order  that  the  well  might  be  protected  from 
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those  suffering  from  this  disease,  for  it  is  an  established 
fact,  that  if  proper  precautions  are  taken  the  contract- 
ing of  the  disease  can  be  prevented.  As  soon  as  a case 
of  this  disease  is  reported,  the  Board  mails  to  the  family, 
where  it  exists,  a circular  giving  full  directions  to  be  fol- 
lowed, in  order  to  prevent  it  from  spreading.  If  death 
should  occur,  the  family  is  instructed  in  what  manner 
the  house  should  be  fumigated. 

While  on  the  subject  of  reporting  contagious  diseases 

the  physicians  of  the  town,  and  particularly  those  of 

surrounding  towns,  notably  those  of  Rhode  Island,  are 

hereby  informed  that  in  order  to  be  legal,  these  notifica- 

tiofns  must  be  in  writing,  not  by  messenger  or  telephone. 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  diphtheria  (with  one  death) 

occurred  in  one  family,  and  it  was  not  until  the  death 

took  place  that  the  Board  became  cognizant  that  there 

were  any  cases  of  the  disease  in  town.  The  attending 

physician  stated  that  he  had  attempted  several  times  to 

call  up  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  but  was  unable  to 

do  so.  It  would  have  taken  much  less  time  to  have 

\ 

written  a postal  card  and,  at  the  same  time,  would  have 
been  following  out  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Again, 
there  were  several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  one  family 
(which  were  discovered  by  accident)  which  were  not  , 
reported  by  the  attending  physician  in  any  manner. 

In  justice  to  our  own  physicians  it  is  proper  to  state 
that  both  of  these  physicians  are  located  in  Rhode 
Island.  In  both  cases  they  left  a large  portion  of  our 
population  unprotected.  In  the  future  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  Board  to  see  if  they  cannot  be  punished  for  such 
neglect. 

There  were  178  deaths  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
27  over  last  year.  Twenty-two  of  these  were  due  to 
local  diseases,  31  to  constitutional,  13  to  senile  degenera- 
tion, 21  to  developmental,  and  six  were  caused  by  in- 
fection. Fourteen  deaths  were  caused  by  accidents.  In 
addition  there  were  seven  still-born.  Heart  disease  con- 
tributed the  greatest  'number  of  deaths,  17,  senile  degen- 
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eration  coming  next  with  13,  while  ii  were  due  to 
cancer. 

But  few  complaints  against  nuisances  were  made  this 
year.  The  majority  were  against  the  odors  from  pig- 
geries. The  Board  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  announce 
that  one  of  the  largest  of  these  abominations  has  been 
discontinued. 

The  water  from  three  wells  has  been  condemned  as 
unfit  for  domestic  use  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  there  are  many  more 
wells  in  the  town,  the  water  of  which  is  in  a like  con- 
dition. It  may  be  stated  at  this  place  that  the  Board 
does  not  consider  that  the  proper  amount  of  courtesy 
has  been  extended  to  the  State  or  local  Board  by  the 
departments  of  the  town,  in  relation  to  the  well  on  the 
Town  Farm,  the  water  of  which  was  condemned  by  the 
State  Board. 

Last  year  the  attention  of  the  town’s  representatives 
in  the  General  Court  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
State  Board  should  manufacture  the  vaccine  material 
for  the  use  of  the  State.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
report  that  this  is  now  done  by  the  State  Board  and 
that  hereafter  this  material  will  be  furnished  gratis  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 

This  year  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  of  Health  were 
revised  and  several  new  ones  added.  The  citizens. of 
the  town  are  requested  to  procure  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  copies  of  these  laws,  as  they  are  somewhat 
different  from  the  old  ones. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  law  relating  to  spit- 
ting in  public  places.  Up  to  the  present  time  no  steps 
have  been  taken  to  enforce  this  law,  but  this  will  not  be 
the  case  in  the  future.  The  law  relating  to  the  trans- 
portation of  any  kind  of  garbage  through  the  streets, 
without  a suitable  covering  to  prevent  the  odors  from 
escaping  therefrom,  will  also  be  more  stringently 
enforced. 
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The  proper  disposal  of  garbage  from  houses,  and  also 
of  the  ashes  from  the  same  places,  is  a problem  which 
it  is  hard  to  solve ; our  present  mode  is  crude  and  un- 
satisfactory. When  we  consider  that  every  householder 
is  obliged  to  attend  to  this  matter  himself,  and  at  con- 
siderable expense,  would  it  not  be  cheaper  and  more 
satisfactory  if  the  disposal  of  the  waste  materials  from 
our  houses  was  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
authorized  to  employ  an  efficient  agent,  at  a suitable 
salary,  to  remove  such  waste  at  regular  intervals  of 
time.  The  same  person  could  have  control  of  the  dis- 
posal of  our  sewage  at  the  same  time,  thus  removing  a 
source  of  great  anxiety.  As  has  been  the  case  for  the 
y past  four  years,  the  Board  emphasizes  the  importance  of 
a complete  sewage  plant.  Its  importance  becomes  more 
apparent  as  the  years  follow  each  other.  During  the 
past  year  the  water  from  the  Ten  Mile  River  was 
pumped  into  the  standpipe  and  was  used  for  domestic 
purposes.  If  prompt  warning  had  not  been  given,  there 
is  no  means  of  telling  what  might  have  been  the  result. 

It  has  been  intimated  to  the  Board  that  certain  of  our 
milkmen  are  feeding  their  cows  the  waste  products  from 
distilleries.  Their  attention  is  called  to  the  law  'p^^' 
taining  thereto,  and  to  the  fact  that  this  is  an  illegal 
practice,  punished  by  a severe  fine. 

The  plumbing  regulations  have  been  strictly  followed 
during  the  year,  and  no  complaint  has  been  made  re- 
lating to  them.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  library  during  the 
year  1904  is  explained  in  detail  in  the  accompanying  re- 
port of  the  Librarian,  to  which  attention  is  called. 

By  it,  it  will  be  seen,  that  in  spite  of  the  cramped  and 
inconvenient  accommodations  afforded  the  patrons,  the 
use  of  the  library  was  even  greater  than  in  any  previous 
year.  Such  liberal  use  denotes  a desire  and  appreciation 
on  the  part  of  the  public  for  intellectual  advancement, 
and  augurs  well  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  community. 

The  manner  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  appro- 
priated by  the  town  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library 
during  the  year  1904  is  given  in  the  appended  financial 
report,  and  the  Trustees  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$2,750.00  for  the  year  1905. 

The  Trustees  have  had  but  one  object  in  view  during 
the  past  year,  namely,  to  secure  the  balance  necessary 
to  complete  the  sum  of  $50,000.00,  needed  for  a new 
library  building.  Individual  solicitations  were  made, 
with  more  or  less  gratifying  results.  In  order  to  bring 
the  object  more  closely  to  the  attention  of  the  public, 
a meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  was  held  on  the 
evening  of  October  28  in  Grand  Army  Hall.  This 
meeting  was  fairly  well  attended.  The  Treasurer  re- 
ported that  $32,000.00  had  been  pledged,  and  after  a 
general  discussion  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet  increased  his  already 
most  generous  gifts  by  offering  to  add  $1,000.00  to  every 
additional  $1,000.00  that  the  friends  of  the  library  could 
raise  until  the  $50,000.00  was  secured. 
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This  liberal  offer  was  received  by  those  present  with 
the  greatest  enthusiasm.  An  Advisory  Board,  consist- 
ing of  ^Icssrs.  J.  L.  Sweet,  F.  A.  Newell,  E.  A.  Sweeney, 
C.  H.  Tappan  and  John  Wolfenden,  was  elected  to  act 
with  the  Trustees,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  feeling 
that  the  work  was  almost  accomplished. 

Since  the  public  meeting  the  Trustees  have  held  con- 
ferences with  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board,  and 
the  end  of  the  year  finds  them  full  of  hope  that  the  de- 
sired amount  will  be  pledged  before  the  time  limit  of 
i\Ir.  Sweet’s  offer  expires.

The  abov'e  figures  show  conclusively  that  the  work  of 
the  library  is  holding  its  own  in  spite  of  embarrassments 
due  to  its  inadequate  housing.  , 

A trial  of  two  and  a half  years  has  proven  the  wisdom 
of  extending  the  privileges  of  the  library  to  the  outlying 
school  districts.  We  feel  well  repaid  for  the  extra  labor 
entailed  in  carrying  out  this  system  by  the  appreciative 
patronage  it  receives. 

The  number  of  new  books  purchased  has  not  been  so 
great  this  year,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  difficulty  in 
finding  shelving  room  for  the  additions. 

Our  reference  department  has  recently  received  a 
valuable  addition  in  the  form  of  “The  Encyclopedia 
Americana”  in  i6  volumes.  . This  is  a publication  of 
especial  merit,  as  it  is  the  work  of  American  authorities 
of  today,  the  editor  of  the  “Scientific  American”  being 
editor-in-chief  of  the  work. 

As  our  patrons  know,  the  reading  tables  are  well 
supplied  with  current  literature.  To  the  usual  variety 
have  been  added  this  season,  the  “Louisville  Courier- 
Journal,”  “Portland  Oregonian,”  “Chicago  Record- 
Herald,”  “Chicago  Inter-Ocean,”  and  the  Washington, 
D.  C.,  “Post.” 

In  closing,  I wish  to  thank  my  assistants  for  their 
faithful  and  conscientious  work,  and  the  Trustees  for 
continued  interest  and  co-operation.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of 
Wires. 


I hereby  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Inspec- 
tion of  Wires  Department  for  the  year.  This  depart- 
ment was  established  in  April,  1904,  in  conformity  with 
the  Revised  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  Chapter  122, 
Section  18,  and  the  adoption  of  the  same  was  a step  in 
the  right  direction. 

Electricity  today  has  passed  that  so-called  infancy 
stage  and  has  from  a commercial  standpoint  grown  to 
be  a large  factor  towards  producing  power  and  light  to 
our  factories,  and  light  and  heat  in  our  homes.  To 
accomplish  this  it  becomes  necessary  to  have  suitable 
conductors  on  our  streets  and  in  our  buildings  for  con- 
veying the  current,  which  are,  when  improperly  in- 
stalled, a source  of  danger  to  life  and  property,  and  it  is 
to  meet  this  condition  that  the  Department  of  Inspec- 
tion of  Wires  was  established.  It  has  come  to  the  In- 
spector’s attention  that  houses  have  been  wired  by 
amateurs,  unskilled  in  the  art  of  wiring,  and  the  re- 
quirements in  such  cases,  which  is  a menace  to  life  and 
property.  The  Inspector  has  also  found  it  the  custom 
in  many  factories  to  do  their  own  wiring  and  install 
lights  at  random,  regardless  of  the  Fire  Underwriters’ 
rules  in  such  cases,  instead  of  employing  a competent 
electrician  to  do  the  work.  A practice  common  among 
all  the  factories,  of  the  most  serious  nature,  is  the  habit 
of  hitching  pieces  of  wire  to  the  cords  of  their  drop 
lamps  and  fastening  same  to  water,  gas  and  steam  pipes, 
for  adjusting  the  position  of  the  same.  This  is  a de- 
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cidedly  dangerous  practice,  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of 
the  foreman  in  every  factory  to  s.ee  that  these  wires  are 
removed.  In  one  of  the  factories  the  Inspector  visited 
he  found  50%  of  all  the  lights  fastened  in  this  way. 

In  residences  the  Inspector  has  found  that  the  cellar 
or  basement  light  is  very  seldom  located  in  just  the 
right  location  when  the  wiring  is  installed,  and  is  gen- 
erally relocated  by  the  house  owner  or  tenant  by  means 
of  splicing  the  cord,  and  invariably  is  fastened  to  a/gas 
or  water  pipe  for  support.  The  effect  of  this  is  that  the 
insulation  on  the  cords  or  wires  may  become  ^ defective 
or  punctured,  causing  the  whole  service  to  Become 
grounded,  whereby,  when  in  this  condition,  a person 
standing  on  a damp  floor  or  a floor  lined  with  metal 
(which  is  very  apt  to  be  in  very  close  proximity  to  a 
water,  steam,  or  gas  pipe),  is  liable  to  receive  a severe 
shock  when  grasping  the  defective  wire  or  fitting. 

Owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  must  see  that  these 
serious  defects  are  rennedied,  as  it  is  a physical  impos- 
sibility for  the  Inspector  to  watch  over  about  10,000 
fixtures  for  these  defects.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  con- 
sumer of  electric  light  or  power  to  see  that  the  wiring 
and  fixtures  on  his  or  her  premises  are  in  first-class  con- 
dition, and  that  all  such  wiring  and  fixtures  do  not  come 
in  contact  with  any  metallic  part  of  the  building,  and 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  make  any  alterations  or 
repairs,  engage  the  services  of  a competent  electrician 
to  do  the  work. 

We  have  in  our  streets  various  systems  of  wires,  viz. : 
electric  light,  telephone,  telegraph,  fire  alarm,  electric 
clock,  and  private  wires,  which  require  attention  from 
the  Inspector,  and  during  the  year  a great  many  de- 
fective poles  of  the  various  companies  were  considered 
dangerous  and  were  ordered  replaced. 

During  the  year  this  department  has  made  148  in- 
spections in  connection  with  interior  wiring,  and  takes 
this  opportunity  of  printing  the  Rules  and  Regulations, 
of  the  Wire  Inspection  Department. 
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Section  i.  By  a vote  of  the  town  ]\Iarch  7,  1904,  and 
by  appointment  of  the  Selectmen  ]\Iarch  9,  1904,  an  In- 
spection of  Wires  Department  is  hereby  established 
according  to  the  Revised  Laws  of  ^Massachusetts,  Chap- 
ter 122,  Section  18,  and  the  following  abstracts  from  it 
and  other  laws  and  ordinances  will  govern  the  Inspector 
to  faithfully  discharge  his  duties.  An  Inspector  of  Wires 
shall  be  at  the  head  of  the  department.  He  shall  hold 
office  from  the  first  day  of  April  following,  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  and  until  another  is  appointed  in  his  place. 
He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  and  his  salary 
shall  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  same  board.  He  shall  keep 
a record  of  the  business  of  his  department,  and  submit 
to  the  Selectmen  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Annual 
Town  Report  a yearly  report  of  such  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  Inspector  of  Wires  shall  have  supervision 
of  all  electric  and  other  wires  erected  upon,  over  or 
under  any  street,  way  or  building,  and  of  every  wire 
within  any  building,  when  such  wire  is  designed  to  carry 
electric  lighting  or  power  currents,  and  shall  have 
authority  over,  and  shall  inspect  such  wires,  their  con- 
dition, attachments,  insulation,  supports  and  appliances 
so  as  to  secure  safety  to  life  and  property,  and  shall  see 
that  the  provisions  of  Chapter  404  of  the  Acts  of  1890, 
and  all  other  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  relating 
to  electric  and  other  wires,  are  strictly  enforced ; and 
shall  give  notice  promptly  to  any  person  or  corporation 
owning  or  operating  any  such  wire,  when  in  his  judg- 
ment the  same  is  unsafe,  or  is  not  placed  and  kept  and 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  said 
Chapter  or  the  provisions  of  any  other  law,  ordinance 
or  regulation. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Inspector  shall,  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  inspect  all  poles  supporting  electric  or  other  wires 
upon  or  over  any  street  or  building,  and  all  supports  of 
such  wires  when  attached  to  buildings,  and  ascertain  if 
all  said  poles  and  supports  are  not  weakened  by  decay 
or  other  causes;  and  in  case  a person  or  corporation 
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owning,  leasing  or  operating  wires  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  cut  out  and  remove  any  wire  so  abandoned  for 
use,  said  Inspector  shall  remove  such  wires  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  person  or  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  or  corporation  owning,  leasing 
or  operating  such  wires,  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
written  notice  served  by  said  Inspector,  shall  make  such 
substitution,  repairs  or  alterations  of  such  poles,  sup- 
ports or  attachments  as  may  be  required  by  said 
Inspector. 

Sec.  5.  All  wires,  appliances  and  apparatus  in  the  in- 
terior of  public  buildings  or  on  private  premises,  and 
which  are  intended  for  the  transmission  of  electricity  and 
to  be  connected  with  an  outside  circuit,  shall  be  made, 
placed  and  arranged,  and  at  all  times  kept  to  the  satis- 
faction of  said  Inspector ; and  said  Inspector,  at  all 
proper  and  reasonable  times,  shall  have  access  to  such 
wires,  apparatus  or  appliances.  No  person  shall  put  in 
place,  change  or  alter  the  position  of  any  such  wires, 
appliances  or  apparatus,  without  having  first  notified  the 
Inspector,  who  shall  be  given  full  opportunity  to  inspect 
the  same  before  they  shall  be  covered  or  enclosed.  No 
wires  shall  be  placed  in  any  building  in  process  of  con- 
struction until  all  gas,  steam,  sewer,  water  and  furnace 
pipes  have  been  placed  in  proper  position. 

Sec.  6.  Wires  in  the  interior  of  any  public  building 
or  on  private  premises,  intended  to  be  connected  with  an 
outside  circuit,  shall  not  be  so  connected  with  any  wire 
or  wires  crossing  or  running  along,  over  or  under  any 
street  or  way,  without  written  permission  having  been 
obtained  therefor  from  the  said  Inspector. 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  or  corporation  operating  electric 
or  other  wires  upon,  over  or  under,  any  street,  way  or 
building  in  the  town,  upon  the  request  of  such  Inspector, 
shall  furnish  him  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  accurate 
lists  of  the  poles  or  other  supports  of  their  wires,  the 
number  of  cross  armfe  in  use  with  each  and  the  number 
of  wires  attached  thereto,  the  locations  of  conduits  and 
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manholes,  with  information  as  to  localities  where  and 
what  service  is  rendered,  whether  telegraphic,  tele- 
phonic, fire  alarm  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Inspector,  upon  request,  shall  also 
be  furnished  by  any  person 'or  corporation  owning  or 
operating  electric  wires  with  such  information  as  to 
kind,  size  and  tested  strength  of  supporting  or  service 
wires,  the  average  volts  charged  or  used,  together  with 
such  other  information  as  may  by  him  be  considered 
necessary  to  the  faithful  and  efifectual  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

Sec.  g.  Whenever  the  Selectmen  shall  so  require,  said 
Inspector  shall  examine  every  application  for  the  erec- 
tion or  placing  of  any  electric  wires  or  of  poles  for  the 
support  of  same,  in  or  over  any  street  or  public  place, 
or  for  the  laying  or  construction  of  any  pipes  or  con- 
duits for  such  wires  under  any  street  or  public  place, 
and  shall  report  to  the  said  Board  any  facts  which,  in 
his  opinion,  would  affect  its  decision  in  acting  upon 
such  application. 

Sec.  10.  In  no  case  shall  a current  of  electricity  be. 
connected  to  any  system  of  wiring  or  apparatus  intended 
to  be  used  for  power  or  lighting  without  permission 
being  first  obtained  and  a written  permit  granted  by  the 
Inspector  of  Wires  ; the  jurisdiction  of  the  Inspector  is 
intended  to  include  all  public  and  private  electrical 
systems  that  are  now  and  may  hereafter  be  installed 
in  the  town  of  Attleborough. 

Sec.  II.  The  Inspector  shall  require  that  the  estab- 
lished rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  Electric 
Code  shall  be  used  as  the  standard  of  wiring  adopted  by 
this  department. 

Sec.  12.  The  granting  of  locations  for  poles,  and  the 
height  of  same,  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen, 
who  may  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to  time  in  their 
discretion  direct  changes  to  be  made  therein  as  the 
public  safety  may  require. 
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Sec.  13.  In  case  of  fire  the  Chief  Engineer  or  the 
Engineer  acting  as  such,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  order  and  cause  any  electric  wire  or  wires 
to  be  cut  or  removed,  and  electric  current  discontinued 
until  the 'fire  is  extinguished. 

Sec.  14.  Every  person  or  corporation  engaging  in  the 
business  of  wiring  buildings  or  other  electrical  work  in 
the  town  of  Attleborough  shall  first  satisfy  the  Inspector 
of  Wires  that  he  or  they  are  competent  to  perform  such 
work,  and  all  work  done  shall  be  reported  on  the  official 
forms  of  this  department. 

Sec.  15.  Architects  are  required  when  drawing  plans 
and  specifications  to  make  provisions  for  the  channeling 
and  pocketing  of  buildings  for  electric  light  and  power 
wires.  No  electric  gas  lighting  will  be  allowed  on  the 
same  fixtures  with  the  electric  light. 

Sec.  16.  Any  ])crson  or  corporation  who  shall  do  or 
attempt  to  do  any  electrical  construction  work,  whether 
original  work  or  alterations,  without  giving  written 
notice  to  the  Inspector  of  W ires,  or,  after  recpiest  from 
said  lns])ector,  failing  to  furnish  him  with  a working- 
drawing  of  the.pro])osed  construction  or  alteration,  and 
obtaining  fromi  him  a written  i)ermit  to  do  such  work, 
may  be  punished  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  ig,  Cha])ter  122,  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Sec.  17.  ddiis  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to 
relieve  or  lessen  the  res])onsibility  of  any  ])arty  owning, 
operating  or  controling  any  electrical  e([uipment,  for 
damag'cs  to  anyone  injured  by  any  defect  therein,  nor 
shall  the  town  be  held  as  assuming  an}-  such  liability  by 
reason  of  the  insj^ection  authorized  herein  or  certificates 
issued  by  its  agents  and  servants,  exercising  the  rights 
or  powers  given  herein. 

Sec.  18.  Every  ])erson  or  cor])oration,  ])rivate  or 
municii)al,  within  the  town,  shall  affix  at  the  point  of 
sup]:)ort  at  which  any  such  wires,  or  cables  containing 
wires,  is  attached,  a mark,  on  the  cross  arm  (or  bracket, 
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where  such  is  used  in  place  of  a cross  arm),  a tag, 
designating  the  owner  or  user  of  such  wire  or  cable. 
Xo  such  tag  or  mark  shall  be  required  for  the  wires  of 
a street  railway  company  used  for  the  transmission  of 
its  motive  power  nor  for  the  protection  or  support  of 
such  wires,  for  a current  with  a potential  of  500  volts 
or  under,  but  all  cross  arms  and  wires  shall  be  marked 
as  herein  described  on  alternating  high  tension  trans- 
mission lines,  and  suitable  guard  wires  placed  over  them. 

Sec.  19.  The  violation  of  any  of  the  above  rules  and 
regulations  may  be  punished  in  accordance  with  the 
l)enalties  prescribed  in  the  Fvevised  Laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Sec.  20.  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  or  added  to 
at  such  times  as  the  Inspector  of  Wires  may  deem  it 
wise  for  the  safety  of  the  public.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  twelfth  annual  report  of  the  Attleborough  W ater 
Commissioners  is  herewith  submitted  as  required  by  the 
town  ordinances. 

Following  this  report  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works  and  Water  Reg- 
istrar, and  such  statistics  as  are  given  from  the  work  of 
the  Water  Department. 

There  has  been  no  year  in  the  history  of  the  Water 
Department  since  its  origin  that  there  has  been  the 
amount  of  work  laid  out  as  during  this  year.  The 
reason  for  this  is  on  account  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
town,  the  larger  business  interests  that  demand  the  very 
best  fire  protection  ; also  the  large  increase  and  growth 
of  the  department  and  the  necessity  of  furnishing  pure 
water  for  domestic  purposes  at  all  times  and  under  all 
conditions.  The  Commissioners  made  a careful  study  of 
the  entire  situation  and  have  tried  to  lay  out  the  new 
work  so  as  to  strengthen  every  weak  point,  and  when 
the  work  is  completed  we  believe  that  Attleborough 
will  have  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  water  supplies  in 
the  country.  Every  care  is  being  taken  to  look  forward 
to  the  future  so  that  the  work  that  is  now  being  done 
will  not  have  to  be  wasted  in  years  to  come.  In  this 
report  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  Water  Commis- 
sioners, together  with  the  report  of  Snow  & Barbour, 
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engineers,  ‘which  was  read  at  the  special  town  meeting, 
held  September  6,  showing  in  detail  the  situa- 
tion and  the  recommendations  by  the  Commis- 
sioners and  engineers. 

,A11  recommendations  by  the  Commissioners  were 
accepted  and  adopted  without  a dissenting  vote,  and 
the  Commissioners  wish  to  thank  the  voters  for  the 
interest  they  took  in  this  matter  and  the  confidence 
shown  in  the  Commissioners. 

Report  of  Water  Commissioners  Recommending  the 

Construction  of  a New  Well,  New  Standpipe, 
With  Pipe  Running  to  Thacher  Street,  on 
Thacher  Street  to  County,  on  County  From 
Thacher  to  Dennis  Street;  a Force  Main 
From  Station  to  Standpipe,  Through 
Private  Land. 

For  the  last  two  years  the  Water  Commissioners  have 
had  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  a larger 
water  supply  and  storage,  also  a better  fire  protection 
than  at  present,  and  have  spoken  of  the  same  in  the  last 
two  annual  reports. 

Although  the  town  has  been  very  fortunate  so  far  as 
to  fire,  domestic  and  general  supply,  yet  the  fact  still 
remains  that  with  our  large  manufacturing  industries, 
with  the  most  of  them  in  wooden  buildings,  we  are 
taking  chances  with  our  present  supply ; although  better 
than  many  towns  of  our  size,  and  kept  in  the  best  possi- 
ble condition,  still  there  are  a number  of  weak  points 
which  the  Commissioners  wish  to  strengthen,  and  we 
feel  that  we  have  the  support  of  the  taxpayers. 

On  the  1 6th  of  last  March,  this  matter  was  clearly 
presented  to  the  Commissioners  and  also  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  town,  when  there  was  a fire  in  the  new 
Second  Congregational  Church.  An  alarm  from  Box  6 
was  rung  in  at  5 :40  a.  m.,  and  immediately  direct  pres- 
sure was  put  on  of  100  pounds,  and  held  for  25  minutes. 
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At  (>:o5  a.  m.,  after  the  fire  was  under  control,  the  16- 
inch  force  main  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  town 
burst,  and  the  pressure  dropped  to  40  pounds,  which 
wonld  have  been  useless  as  a fire  pressure.  At  that 
time  there  was  about  30  feet  ont  of  the  standpipe,  and 
before  we  could  get  the  gates  cloi^ed  at  the  junction  of 
County  and  Thacher  streets,  there  were  40  feet  ont. 

W'e  telephoned  to  the  Attleboro  Steam  & Electric 
Company,  also  the  R.  F.  Simmons  Company,  tb  start 
their  pnin/ps,  so  as  to  pnmp  into  the  town  mains,  which 
they  did  in  a very  few  minutes,  and  we  were  able  to 
keep  np  the  domestic  supply  until  repairs  conld  be  made 
on  the  force  main,  which  were  completed  at  4:45  p.  m. 
The  pnmp  at  the  R.  F.  Simmons  Company’s  shop  was- 
stopped  at  3 :oo  p.  m.,  and  at  the  Attle1)oro  Steam  & 
Electric  Company’s  shop  at  4 :45  p.  m. 

We  wish  to  state  at  this  time  that  neither  R.  F. 
Simmons  Company  or  the  Attleboro  Steam  & Electric 
Company  made  any  charge  to  the  town  for  their  ser- 
vices, and  the  Commissioners  feel  that  they  have  done 
the  town  a great  service,  for  if  there  had  been  a fire 
during  the  time  we  were  making  repairs,  they  conld 
have  furnished  six  good  fire  streams,  and  we  feel  that 
in  case  of  a break  in  onr  mains  that  we  have  some  pro- 
tection against  fire,  bnt  none  as  a domestic  supply,  as 
the  quality  of  water  supplied  from  these  pnmps  was 
snch  that  it  caused  some  alarm,  as  the  taste  and  color' 
were  so  dififerent  from  onr  well  supply. 

We  took  every  precaution  to  empty  the  pipes  of  that 
water  by  flushing  the  hydrants  for  five  days,  and  at  the- 
end  of  that  time  there  was  no  complaint,  although  we- 
feel  that  it  is  time  to  take  measures  to  prevent  a recur- 
rence of  the  same  tronl)Ie. 

On  March  21,  we  received  the  following  letter  from 
^\v.  X.  IT.  Goodnongh,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State- 
Board  of  Health.

Dear  Sir:  — 

I notice  in  the  Boston  papers  a statement  that  during  the 
fire  at  the  Second  Congregational  Church  at  Attleborough,  on 
March  17,  a water  main  burst  between  South  Attleboro  pump- 
ing station  and  the  standpipe  and  that  the  firemen  were 
obliged  to  make  connection  with  Farmers  Pond  during  the 
remainder  of  the  fire,  in  consequence  of  which  impure  water 
was  introduced  into  the  waterpipe  system  of  the  town.  It  also 
appears  that  the  Board  of  Health  has  issued  a notice  to  the 
townspeople  requesting  them  to  boil  all  water  used. 

I do  not  find  the  location  of  Farmers  Pond  on  the  map. 
Will  you  kindly  inform  me  as  to  its  location,  and  the  circum- 
stances requiring  the  use  of  impure  water,  if  such  was  the 
case,  and  the  approximate  quantity  of  water  so  used,  if  pos- 
sible; also  the  actual  point  from  which  water  was  taken.

The  Superintendent  called  at  once  on  Mr.  Goodnough 
and  stated  the  circumstances,  and  he  was  satisfied  that 
it  was  the  only  course  that  we  could  have  taken  under 
the  present  condition  of  the  storage,  although  he 
thought  we  were  drawing  the  line  very  close  and  taking 
too  many  chances  for  the  health  of  the  town.  He  be- 
lieved that  we  should  take  steps  to  prevent  the  need  of 
ever  taking  water  from  these  sources  again  for  any 
cause  whatever.  There  did  not  seem  to  be  any  ill  effects 
from  the  water  used  at  this  time,  yet  the  Commiss 'oners 
do  not  feel  that  they  want  to  take  any  chances  in  the 
future,  if  it  is  possible  to  prevent  it ; and  so  we  present 
the  exact  situation  to  the  people  as  we  understand  it. 

The  Commissioners  consulted  with  Snow  & Barbour 
of  Boston,  who  are  water  supply  engineers,  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  a larger  storage,  on  a higher 
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location,  with  a continuous  fire  pressure  and  a storage 
large  enough  to  take  care  of  the  town  for  several  days ; 
also  for  a double  pipe  line  from  pumping  station  to  the 
town. 

After  a careful  study  of  the  needs  of  the  town  from 
all  the  different  points  of  view,  Snow  & Barbour  have 
made  the  following  report  to  the  Water  Commissioners:

Gentlemen : — In  accordance  with  the  authority  con- 
ferred by  you,  we  beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

SUMMARY  OF  PRESENT  CONDITIONS. 

Source  of  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  Attleborough  is  drawn  from  a 
circular  well  30  feet  in  diameter  and  25  feet  deep,  sit- 
uated 150  feet  from  the  bank  of  Seven  Mile  River.  The 
water  shed  of  the  river  above  the  well  is  about  eight 
square  miles,  and  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
capacity  of  the  source  to  supply  the  town  for  years  to 
come.  ’ 

There  is  question,  however,  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the 
present  development  of  the  source,  as  has  been  shown 
by  the  dangerously  low  level  to  which  the  well  has  been 
drawn  at  times  when  the  pump  has  been  operated  con- 
tinuously for  a longer  period  than  usual.  While-  there 
is  sufficient  water  in  the  source,  a greater  well  area 
should  be  provided  in  the  near  future  in  order  to  make 
it  possible  at  all  times  to  operate  the  pump  at  its  normal 
capacity. 

Pumping  Plant. 

The  pum])ing  plant  consists  of  a Deane  duplex  com- 
pound, of  1,500,000  gallons  daily  capacity,  and  the  Barr 
vertical  cross  compound,  of  3,000,000  gallons  daily 
capacity. 
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Storage. 

The  present  storage  is  provided  by  a steel  standpipe, 
30  feet  in  diameter  and  125  feet  high,  with  a total 
capacity  of  661,000  gallons.  The  top  of  this  standpipe 
is  at  an  elevation  of  267.27,  or  about  142  feet  above  the 
ground  at  the  corner  of  County  and  Park  streets.  The 
standpipe  was  erected  in  1890,  and  although  the  quality 
of  the  Attleborough  water  is,  because  of  the  contained 
carbonic  oxide,  such  that  it  attacks  unprotected  iron,  the 
tank  is  still  in  fair  condition. 

Distributiion  System. 

In  the  year  1901  all  the  cement-lined  mains,  at  that 
time  in  use,  were  replaced  with  cast  iron  pipe.  The 
distribution  system  is,  consequently,  in  a good  condition, 
and  it  is  proved  by  the  small  per  capita  use  of  water. 
Even  under  the  severe  strains  of  the  present  method  of 
direct  fire  pressures,  there  is  very  little  leakage  from  the 
mains. 


Pressures,  Ordinary  and  for  Fire  Protection. 

The  ordinary  pressure  depends  upon  the  height  of 
water  in  the  standpipe,  and  on  Park  street  ranges  from 
60  lbs.  with  the  tank  full  to  50  lbs.  when  the  water  is 
lowered  to  the  limit  now  set  as  safe. 

In  case  of  fire  the  standpipe  is  shut  off  by  closing  a 
valve,  and  the  pressure  is  run  up  at  the  pumping  station 
to  no  lbs.,  relief  valves  being  set  to  work  at  125  lbs. 
The  corresponding  pressures  in  the  town,  with  the 
ordinary  domestic  consumption  and  a very  few  hose 
streams  in  use  are  about  lo.o  or  12.0  lbs.  lower  than  the 
pressures  at  the  station. 

The  following  table,  showing  the  calculated  drop  in 
pressure  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  corner  of 
County  and  North  Main  streets  under  different  rates  of 
consumption,  is  interesting.

Assuming,  as  might  be  the  case,  that  a fire  should 
occur  during  the  hour  of  maximum  draft,  when  i,ooo 
gallons  per  minute  were  being  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, and  that  six  hose  streams  of  250  gallons  each 
were  necessary,  the  actual  hydrant  pressure  in  the 
present  system  at  the  tim€  when  a pressure  of  no  lbs. 
was  being  maintained  at  the  pumping  station  would 
drop  to  less  than  65  lbs.  at  Park  street.  It  is,  therefore, 
apparent  that  while  the  normal  pressure  is  high  during 
time  of  fire  under  the  present  method  of  operation,  it 
is  greatly  reduced  because  of  the  distance  and  size  of 
pipes  through  which  the  water  has  to  be  forced.  These 
statements  are  here  inserted  as  a basis  for  further  dis- 
cussion of  fire  protection  from  a new  standpipe.  It  is 
also  interesting  to  note  that  in  order  to  supply  2,500 
gallons  per  minute,  the  Barr  pump  must  run  at  a rate 
66%  in  excess  of  its  normal  capacity. 
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Consumption 

The  following  table  indicates  the  steady  growth  of 
the  Water  Department,  and  gives  principal  data  neces- 
sary in  a study  of  improvements  in  the  distributing

The  consumption  in  the  maximum  month  is  120%  of 
the  average,  and  in  the  maximum  day  150%  of  the 
average  for  the  year. 
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On  May  12,  1904,  readings  were  taken  every  15 
minutes  of  the  revolutions  of  the  pump  when  in  opera- 
tion, and  of  the  height  of  water  in  the  tank  during  24 
hours.  From  these  data  the  following  table,  which 
gives  the  relative  hourly  consumption  of  water,  has  been 
deduced :

/This  table  is  valuable  in  determining  the  amount  of 
water  consumed  during  the  hours  when  the  pump  is  not 
running,  or,  in  other  words,  in  determining  the  neces- 
sary storage  capacity  to  supply  the  town  during  the 
night. 

It  appears  that  the  maximum  hourly  consumption 
was,  on  May  12,  166%  of  the  average  for  the  day.  As 
the  maximum  day  in  May,  1903,  was  150%  of  the- 
average  for  the  year,  it  follows  that  the  maximum  hour 
may  be  as  high  as  250%  of  the  average  for  the  year. 
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Present  Method  of  Operating  the  Plant. 

As  already  stated,  the  water  is  pumped  from  the  well 
near  Seven  Alile  River  into  a standpipe,  from  which 
the  town  is  supplied  during  the  hours  when  the  pump 
is  not  running.  In  time  of  fire  the  standpipe,  because 
of  inadequate  height,  is  cut  out  by  closing  the  valve,  and 
the  water  furnished  by  direct  pressure. 

The  present  consumption  is  about  500,000  gallons 
per  day;  the  capacity  of  the  present  standpipe  is  5,285.3 
gallons  per  foot  of  height. 

If  the  pump  was  operated  at  its  normal  capacity  it 
would  pump  the  present  daily  consumption  in  four 
hours.  According  to  the  last  table,  the  consumption 
during  the  other  20  hours  of  the  day  would  amount  to 
about  75%  of  the  total,  375,000  gallons,  a draft  which 
would  lower  the  standpipe  71  feet,  leaving  a pressure  of 
only  30  lbs.  on  Park  street,  not  enough  to  meet  domestic 
necessities.  If  the  pump  runs  were  extended  over  eight 
hours,  the  other  16  hours  would  draw  250,000  gallons^ 
or  47  feet,  from  the  standpipe.  The  result  of  these  con- 
ditions is  the  necessity  for  making  two  pump  runs  dur- 
ing the  day,  each  at  a rate  considerably  below  the 
economical  capacity  of  the  engines.  The  pumps  are 
usually  run  from  about  8 130  a.  m.  to  i 130  p.  111.,  and 
from  6 .‘30  to  9 130  in  the  evening.  The  consumption 
during  the  night  draws  the  standpipe  down  about  25 
feet,  which  is  considered  the  minimum  safe  limit. 

The  necessity  for  two  pump  runs  daily  demands  the 
employmient  of  two  engineers  and  prevents  the  engines 
being  economically  operated.  The  direct  fire  pressure 
makes  it  necessary  to  keep  steam  up  at  all  times,  so  as 
to  quickly  respond  to  the  alarm,  the  result  being  expen- 
sive banking  of  the  fires.  ' 

In  drawing  the  fire  supply  directly  from  the  well, 
there  is  a very  serious  danger  of  lowering  the  water  in 
the  well  below  the  end  of  the  suction  pipe.  While  there 
may  be  ample  water  in  the  supply,  it  may  not  be  able  to 
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flow  to  the  well  as  rapidly  as  required,  and  there  can  be 
no  question  but  that  with  this  ground  water  supply, 
additional  storage  should  be  furnished  either  at  the 
source  or  at  some*  elevation,  after  the  water  is  pumped, 
and  preferably  in  the  latter  way. 

For  all  of  the  above  reasons,  it  has  become  apparent 
that  additional  storage  in  such  amount  as  to  make 
economical  use  of  the  pumping  plant  possible,  and  at 
such  elevation  as  will  give  fire  protection  without  the 
use  of  auxiliary  engines,  has  become  a necessity. 

FUTURE  CONDITIONS. 

Population  and  Use  of  Water. 

All  structural  imlprovements  must  be  based  on  future 
necessities,  and  in  case  of  a water  supply  the  future 
growth  of  the  town  must  be  estimated. 

The  table  of  future  population,  as  given  in  the  report 
of  the  Sewerage  Committee,  1901,  appears  to  be  reason- 
able and  is  herein  adopted. 

The  following  table  gives  the  population,  the  gallons 
of  water  used  per  capita,  and  the  total  daily  consump- 
tion at  different  periods.

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As  shown  in  table  No.  2,  the  present  per  capita  con- 
sumption is  about  33  gallons.  In  the  last  table  it  has 
been  increased  to  38  gallons  in  1905,  on  the  assumption 
that  greater  pressure  will  lead  to  greater  leakage  and 
use;  to  44  gallons  in  1910,  with  the  idea  that  before  that 
time  a sewerage  system  will  be  installed. 

These  assumptions  should  certainly  be  ample,  and  if 
the  present  good  management  in  your  system  is  con- 
tinued, it  is  probable  that  the  per  capita  used  will  never 
reach  40  gallons.  At  Brockton,  with  a sewer  system 
and  a population  of  about  45,000,  the  daily  per  capita 
consumption  is  less  than  35  gallons.  ’ ' 

In  considering  the  additional  storage  based  on  the 
above  figures,  it  is,  therefore,  well  to  remember  that  the 
estinlates  of  future  use  are  probably  large. 

Necessary  Storage  Capacity. 

The  limit  of  desirable  storage  can  only  be  determined 
by  the  available  topography  and  consequent  relative 
expense.  Leaving  out  of  the  question  the  element  of 
cost,  the  larger  amount  of  water  stored  at  an  elevation, 
the  better.  In  a hilly  country,  a reservoir  holding  10 
days’  supply  may  be  economically  possible  near  the  point 
of  consumption ; on  a flat  plain  it  may  be  necessary  to 
adopt  direct  pressure  without  storage.  Where  a reser- 
voir is  easily  possible,  a storage  capacity  equivalent  to 
two  to  five  days’  supply  is  common,  but  where  the  use 
of  a standpipe  becomes  necessary,  a lesser  amount  is 
usually  accepted,  somjetimes  only  enough  to  equalize  the 
hourly  variation,  so  as  to  permit  a uniform  24-hour  run 
of  the  pumps,  sometimjes  enough  to  supply  the  town 
during  such  hours  as  the  pumps  are  not  in  operation. 
In  all  cases  the  necessity  of  providing  duplicate 
machinery  depends  upon  the  amount  of  water  stored 
at  an  elevation ; with  several  days’  supply  in  storage, 
one  pump  is  safe  ; with  only  a night’s  supply,  machinery 
in  reserve  is  obligatory. 
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At  Attleborough,  the  highest  point  available  is  on 
Ide’s  Hill,  which  rises  to  an  elevation  250.0,  or  about 
125  feet,  above  ground,  at  the  corner  of  County  and 
Park  streets.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  a reservoir 
is  not  possible  if  direct  pressure  is  to  be  obtained.  A 
standpipe  is  the  only  alternative ; of  what  height  and 
capacity  this  should  be,  remains  to  be  considered. 

Until  1915  the  Barr  pump  will  be  capable  of  pumping 
the  daily  consumption  in  eight  hours;  after  that  time  a 
larger  pump  will  probably  be  installed  and  the  run  again 
limited  to  eight  hours.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent  that 
the  storage  should  be  at  least  equal  to  the  consumption 
of  water  during  the  16  hours  when  the  pump  is  not  in 
operation,  at  or  near  the  end  of  the  safe  life  of  the 
structure.  If  to  this  amount  is  added  one  hour’s  fire 
draft  of  the  maximium  number  of  streams  for  which  it 
is  economical  to  provide,  it  is  believed  that  the  larger 
storage  which  can  justifiably  be  attempted,  will  be  found. 

The  experience  gained  with  the  present  standpipe 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  life  of  such  a structure  may 
be  safely  taken  at  not  less  than  20  years,  and  it  will, 
therefore,  appear  that  storage  equivalent  to  the  16-hour 
night  draft,  20  years  hence,  plus  one  hour  fire  draft, 
should  be  provided  in  a tank  of  such  size  and  elevation 
that  the  surface  of  the  water  will  not  be  lowered  below 
the  elevation  necessary  to  give  direct  fire  pressure. 

The  curve  of  hourly  consumption  shown  in  table  No. 
4 indicates  that  50%  of  the  daily  use  takes  place  in  the 
16  hours  between  4 p.  m.  and  8 a.  m.,  equivalent  in  1925 
to  740,000  gallons. 

The  maximum  number  of  fire  streams  for  which  pro- 
vision can  justifiably  be  made  is  largely  a matter  of 
expense  and  relative  risk. 

For  Attleborough  it  is  believed  that  15  il^-inch 
streams,  of  250  gallons  each,  is  a fair  basis  of  design. 
Such  a number  will,  in  actual  gallons  thrown,  be  equiv- 
alent to  20  streams  as  noted  by  the  ordinary  observer. 
One  hour’s  use  of  these  streams  would  amount  to 
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225,000  gallons,  which,  if  added  to  the  740,000  consumed 
in  1925  during  the  16  hours  when  the  pump  is  not  run- 
ning, gives  a total  storage  of  965,000  gallons  which  is 
desirable  to  hold  above  an  elevation  which  will  give 
efficient  direct  pressure. 

Assuming  elevation  125.0  as  an  average  surface  of  the 
business  portion  of  the  town  and  65  lbs.  as  the  minimum 
allowable  hydrant  pressure  under  the  worst  possible 
conditions,  and  allowing  a 15-foot  loss  of  head  from  the 
standpipe  to  the  point  of  use,  it  follows  that  the  above 
mentioned  storage  capacity  must  all  be  held  above 
elevation  290.0. 

A fire  pressure  of  65  lbs.  will  give,  with  250  feet  of 
hose,  a stream  of  220  gallons  per  minute,  capable  of 
reaching  a height  of  about  60  feet.  This  pressure,  which 
will  result  20  years  hence  under  the  worst  possible 
conditions  of  fire  occuring  after  the  pumps  have  been 
shut  down  for  16  hours  and  after  15  streams  have  been 
playing  for  one  hour,  is  a better  pressure  than  can  be 
developed  under  the  present  fire  service  with  eight 
streams  in  use.  At  all  other  times  of  the  day  and  through 
all  the  intervening  years  from  the  construction  of  the 
tank  to  the  tim-e  assumed  in  the  above  calculation,  the 
pressure  will  be  in  excess  of  65  lbs.,  ranging  from  this 
figure  to  91  lbs. 

A standpipe  50  feet  in  diameter  and  100  feet  high, 
constructed  on  the  proposed  hill,  with  its  top  at  eleva- 
tion 350  and  with  a capacity  of  14,687.0  gallons  per  foot, 
would  meet  the  condition  outlined  as  necessary  in  the 
preceding  paragraphs.  The  following  table  shows  the 
results  in  pressure  from  such  a tank  at  diflferent  dates 
and  under  different  conditions.

Any  of  these  pressures  will  give  effective  fire  streams 
and  it  is,  therefore,  concluded  that  a tank  50  feet  in 
diameter  by  100  feet  high  will  provide  Attleborough 
with  fire  pressure  during  the  next  20  years,  with  the 
pump  run  limited  to  eight  hours  and  without  the  neces- 
sity of  starting  the  pump  in  case  of  fire.  Such  a tank 
is  about  as  large  as  can  well  be  constructed  in  steel ; that 
it  is  not  too  large  in  view  of  the  present  and  prospective 
growth  of  the  town  will,  it  is  believed,  be  the  opinion 
of  your  Board. 

The  character  of  the  water  supply  of  Attleborough  is 
such  that  it  has  more  or  less  corrosive  action  on  iron, 
and  although  the  present  standpipe  does  not  show  such 
depreciation  as  to  make  the  adoption  of  a similar  struc- 
ture infeasible,  the  quality  of  the  water  naturally  leads 
to  a consideration  of  other  means  of  storing  water  than 
by  steel  plates.  Great  progress  has  been  made  of  late 
in  combination  of  concrete  and  steel,  the  metal  being 
embedded  in  the  masonry  and  employed  to  withstand 
the  tensile  stresses.  Standpipes  of  this  type  have  been 
constructed  at  Fort  Revere  in  Boston  Harbor  and  Mil- 
ford, Ohio,  neither  of  these  as  large  as  that  proposed  for 
Attleborough,  but  sufficient  to  indicate  the  possibilities 
of  this  construction. 
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The  cost  of  a steel  standpipe  50  feet  by  100  feet  high; 
roofed  and  including  the  foundation,  will  amount  to 
about  $37,500.00.  The  cost  of  a concrete-steel  structure 
of  the  same  size,  with  Guastavino  tile  roof,  will  be  about 
$35,000.00. 

1 he  latter  tank  should  not  be  attempted  except  by  the 
most  skilled  and  experienced  builders  and  should  be 
guaranteed  by  the  builders  one  year.  Under  general 
plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  your  engineers,  and 
with  proper  inspection  of  all  materials  and  of  the  con- 
struction, it  is  believed  that  such  a structure  will  meet 
all  requirements  and  be  capable  of  maintenance  with 
practically  no  expense  or  depreciation. 

^\  e recommend  the  construction  of  a concrete-steel 
tank,  provided  a favorable  proposition  can  be  obtained 
from  reliable  contractors ; otherwdse  that  the  tank  be 
built  of  steel. 


Pipe  Lines. 

The  proposed  location  of  the  standpipe  is  favorabh^ 
situated  between  the  source  of  supply  and  the  town, 
being  about  10,000  feet  distant  from  the  corner  of 
County  and  North  Main  streets.  The  distance  from  the 
pumping  station  to  the  standpipe,  cross-country,  is  7,300 
feet ; via  W est  and  Thacher  streets  the  distance  is  9,700 
feet  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  point  in  the  latter 
street  where  the  pipe  line  starts  ofif  to  the  standpipe. 
It  is  obvious  that  when  a new  pipe  from  the  pumping 
station  to  standpipe  is  laid,  it  should  be  laid  by  the  direct 
line  through  private  land. 

The  size  of  pipes  from  pumps  to  standpipe  is  eco- 
nomically based  on  the  rate  of  pumping;  the  size  of  the 
pipe  from  the  tank  to  the  point  of  consumption,  on  the 
amount  of  pressure  which  can  be  sacrificed  in  friction 
during  the  average  maximum  conditions  of  domestic 
use,  and  the  assumed  fire  draft. 

The  present  pump  is  of  3,000,000  gallons  daily 
capacity  and,  as  has  been  stated,  will  be  capable  of 
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pumping  the  consumption  in  eight  houts  until  1915. 
The  pipe  line  through  West  and  County  streets  is  16 
inches  and  14  inches,  Cla^s  D.  pipe — now  subjected  at 
times  to  a pressure  of  125  lbs.  The  friction  through  this 
pipe  line  and  the  length  of  24-inch  pipe  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  lay  from  Thacher  street  to  the  standpipe,  will 
amount,  with  the  pump  running  at  a rate  of  3,000,000 
gallons,  to  about  40  feet — resulting  in  a pressure  on  the 
pipe  at  the  pumping  station,  when  the  standpipe  is  full, 
about  equal  to  that  at  which  the  relief  valves  now 
operate. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  loss  of  head  from  the  stand- 
pipe to  the  town  be  reduced  to  the  minimum.  The 
necessary  size  of  pipe  line  is  to  be  determined  on  the 
basis  of  a domestic  draft  in  excess  of  the  average,  plus 
a fire  draft  of  15  streams  of  250  gallons  each.  At  times 
the  hourly  domestic  draft  will  be  more  than  double  the 
average,  but  because  of  the  fact  that  at  such  times  the 
pumps  will  probably  be  in  operation,  it  is  believed  safe 
to  consider  the  pipe  line  between  standpipe  and  town  on 
the  basis  of  a draft  of  150%  of  the  average  domestic 
use,  plus  the  above  average  mentioned  fire  streams. 

The  following  table  shows  the  friction  loss  in  1915 
.and  1925  with  different  combinations. 
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Table  No.  7.

From  this  table  it  appears  that  in  order  to  reduce  the 
loss  of  head  to  the  limit  set  in  the  discussion  of  stand- 
pipe capacity,  a 24-inch  should  be  laid  to  County  street 
and  a 20-inch  through  County  to  Park  street.  Instead 
of  laying  20-inch  all  the  way  in  County  street,  it  may 
appear  advisable  to  divide  this  pipe  capacity  into  several 
.mains  branching  off  to  the  right  and  left  from  County, 
one  through  Maple  street,  and  one  perhaps  through 
Dennis  street. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  above  calculations  are 
on  the  rather  extreme  assumption  of  a fire  draft  of  3l5o 
gallons  per  minute.  With  10  streams  of  250  gallons 
each  and  a domestic  draft  of  1,000  gallons  per  minute, 
the  friction  loss  with  24-inch  laid  to  County  street  and 
20-inch  to  Dennis  street,  using  the  present  pipe  system 
beyond  this  point,  will  amount  to  38  feet.  In  1910  the 
standpipe  will  be  drawn  down  by  the  16  hours  night 
draft  to  elevation  325,  leaving  a static  pressure  of  200 
feet  at  Park  street,  and  a net  pressure,  under  the  con- 
ditions just  stated,  of  yo  lbs.  It  would,  therefore,  appear 
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that  the  laying  of  a new  main  further  than  Dennis  street 
may  be  postponed  for  several  years. 

SUMMARY. 

'It  is  recommended  that  a standpipe  50  feet 
in  diameter  and  100  feet  high  be  constructed — ■ 
of  concrete-steel  if  a favorable  proposition  can  be 
obtained  from  experienced  builders. 

It  is  recommended  that  a 24-inch  pipe  be  laid  from 
the  tank  to  County  street,  and  a 20-inch  pipe  through 
County  to  Park  street,  but  that  for  the  present  the 
20-inch  be  not  laid  further  than  Dennis  street.

^The  Com/missioners  make  their  report  to  the  town 
based  on  these  recommendations,  and  after  a careful 
and  personal  investigation  which  has  been  made  by  us, 
we  feel  justified  in  recommending  the  following  im- 
provements. 

We  do  not  feel  that  the  town  can  afford  to  take 
chances  much  longer  under  the  present  conditions. 
While  it  will  incur  quite  an  expense,  we  believe  that 
the  saving  that  can  be  made  in  operating  the  pumping 
plant  and  the  regular  increase  in  the  income  of  the 
department  will  nearly,  if  not  quite,  take  care  of  the 
interest  and  sinking  fund  necessary  to  meet  the  expense 
of  the  outlay. 

We  believe  that  the  first  work  that  should  be  under- 
taken is  to  increase  our  well  supply.  Already  we  have 
had  a number  of  test  wells  driven  on  the  town  land  near 
the  pumping  station,  so  as  to  locate  the  place  where  we 
could  obtain  the  largest  ground  supply.  We  find  the 
most  desirable  location  is  about  250  feet  south  of  our 
present  well,  where  there  seems  to  be  plenty  of  water 
and  of  the  very  best  quality.  The  same  has  been 
examined  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  we  have 
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no  doubt  but  what  they  will  recommend  locating  the 
well  at  this  point. 

^^'e,  therefore,  recommend  the  construction  of  a well 
40  feet  in  diameter,  25  feet  deep,  to  be  located  about  250 
feet  from  our  present  well,  as  shown  on  the  drawing, 
and  conduit  connecting  the  two  wells  so  as  to  intercept 
all  ground  water  running  between  them. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  well  and  conduit  will  be 
$15,000.00.  If  this  well  and  conduit  is  put  in,  it  will 
give  us  double  the  storage  capacity  of  our  present  well — 
the  two  wells  and  conduit  holding  300,000  gallons,  where 
our  present  well  holds  only  100,000  gallons.  With  this 
storage  there  would  never  be  danger  of  having  to  use 
pond  water  for  any  cause  whatever.  This  well  proposi- 
tion has  been  under  consideration  for  more  than  a year, 
as  will  be  shown  in  the  following  letter  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  received  after  the  Commissioners  had 
requested  them  to  make  rules  and  regulations  to  pre- 
vent the  pollution  of  the  Seven  Mile  River  and  Orr’s 
Pond,  realizing  it  might  be  necessary  to  take  from  that 
source  if  a large  fire  should  occur. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  the  letter  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health  after  investigation  made  by  them : 

Letter. 

Office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.* 

• State  House,  Boston,  July  2,  1903. 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Attle- 
borough. 

Gentlemen:  — 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  considered  your  request 
of  May  23  that  rules  and  regulations  be  prepared  for  the  sani- 
tary protection  of  Orr’s  Pond  in  Attleborough,  which  is  adjacent 
to  the  well  from  which  your  supply  of  water  is  now  drawn,  and 
has  caused  the  locality  to  be  examined  by  its  engineer. 

The  Board  is  informed  that  the  yield  of  the  well  from 
which  your  supply  is  now  drawn  is  but  little,  if  any,  in  ex- 
cess of  the  quantity  of  water  used  to  supply  the  town,  and 
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that  you  propose  to  use  water  from  Orr’s  Pond  at  the  point 
where  the  Seven  Mile  River  enters  it,  where  a pipe  has  already 
been  provided  for  the  purpose.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board, 
it  will  he  impracticable  to  enforce  the  rules  now  sent  you  so 
thoroughly  as  to  prevent  all  danger  of  pollution  of  the  Seven 
Mile  River  and  Orr’s  Pond,  except  at  a large  expense,  and 
Orr’s  Pond  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  a safe  source 
from  which  to  take  water  directly  for  the  supply  of  Attle- 
borough. It  is  also  of  objectionable  quality  in  other  respects, 
and  its  objectionable  qualities  would  be  the  more  noticeable 
to  consumers,  since  the  water  of  your  present  well  is  at  all 
times  clear  and  colorless  and  of  excellent  quality  when  sup- 
plied through  proper  pipes. 

The  conditions  in  the  region  about  your  present  well  ap- 
pear to  be  favorable  to  obtaining  water  freely  from  the  ground, 
and  it  is  probable  that  another  well  or  wells  could  be  located 
in  this  neighborhood,  which  would  materially  increase  the  ca- 
pacity of  your  works  and  make  it  unnecessary  to  draw  from 
Orr’s  Pond,  and,  considering  the  circumstances,  the  Board 
would  advise  that  you  make  investigation  without  delay  to 
determine  whether  it  may  not  be  feasible  to  increase  the 
available  supply  of  ground  water  near  your  pumping  station 
and  avoid  any  necessity  for  drawing  water  directly  from  Orr’s 
Pond. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances,  the  Board  has  adopted  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  sanitary  protection  of  Orr’s  Pond  and 
its  tributaries,  which  you  can  enforce  temporarily  until  you 
have  completed  another  well  or  wells  and  enlarged  your 
sources  sufficiently  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  draw  water  di- 
rectly from  Orr’s  Pond.

The  reason  we  did  not  take  immediate  steps,  as  sug- 
gested by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  on  account  of 
other  improvements  that  we  knew  would  have  to  be 
made  soon ; so  we  decided  to  wait  and  take  up  the  whole 
question  at  the  same  time. 
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Standpipe. 

After  a thorough  investigation  of  the  concrete-steel 
standpipe  and  propositions  from  different  builders  who 
are  experts  in  this  line  of  work,  we  do  not  hesitate  in 
recommending  the  building  of  a concrete-steel  standpipe 
100  feet  high  and  50  feet  in  diameter,  holding  1,468,700 
gallons,  which  at  the  present  time  would  be  about  three 
days'  supply. 

The  advantages  of  a concrete-steel  standpipe  over  a 
steel  standpipe  are : 

First. — The  cost  would  be  $3,000.00  less  than  a steel 
standpipe. 

Second. — Xo  cost  for  maintenance. 

Third. — There  seem'S  to  be  no  limit  to  the  life  of  such 
a structure,  or  in  other  words,  is  as  near  being  in- 
destructible as  a structure  could  be  made. 


Disadvantages  of  Steel  Standpipe. 

The  maintenance  of  a steel  standpipe  that  size  would 
be  $400.00  a year,  if  kept  coated  on  the  inside  and 
painted  on  the  outside  to  prevent  the  action  of  our 
water  on  steel.  It  would  then  be  a question  where  it 
would  be  possible  to  find  any  kind  of  paint  or  coating 
that  would  withstand  the  water  for  a year. 

It  would  also  be  necessary  to  empty  the  tank  when 
painted  and  let  it  dry  out ; this  would  take  from  10  days 
to  two  weeks.  During  that  time  water  would  have  to 
be  supplied  by  direct  pumping,  which  means  24  hours  a 
day  during  the  time  the  standpipe  is  empty,  and  this 
method  is  expensive ; also,  the  estimated  life  of  a steel 
standpipe  is  only  20  years. 

(You  can  see  by  this  comparison  that  there  is  much  in 
favor  of  the  concrete-steel  standpipe  over  the  steel 
standpipe,  not  only  in  cost,  but  from  every  point  that 
could  be  considered. 

The  cost  of  concrete-steel  standpipe  will  be  $35,000.00. 
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Pipe  Lines. 

To  connect  this  standpipe  we  would  recommend  a 
24-inch  main  pipe  running  from  standpipe  to  Thacher 
street,  thence  to  corner  of  County  street  and  Thacher 
street ; and  a 20-inch  pipe  from  Thacher  street  on 
County  street  to  Dennis  street. 

Estimated  cost  of  this  pipe  line,  with  all  connections 
complete,  including  land  damages,  will  be  $36,356.15. 

This  work,  we  believe,  should  be  begun  as  early  in 
the  spring  as  possible,  contracts  to  be  made  this  fall,  so 
as  to  take  advantage  of  low  price  in  material,  thereby 
saving  quite  a sum  over  what  we  would  have  to  pay  in 
the  spring.  j 

AVe  would  recommend  a 16-inch  force  main  from 
pumping  station  to  standpipe,  but  we  do  not  feel  that 
this  should  be  put  in  until  after  the  well  and  standpipe 
and  the  main  from  the  standpipe  to  the  town  is  com- 
pleted, and  might  be^put  off  for  a year.  Yet  we  feel  that 
this  should  be  considered  under  the  same  general  plan 
and  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible  to  do  so.  This  would 
give  two  lines  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  town. 

Estimated  cost  of  this  force  main,  including  all  con- 
nections and  gate  chamber  at  station,  and  land  damages, 
will  be  $28,034.47. 

Land  for  Location  of  Standpipe  and  Pipe  Lines. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  purchasing  or  taking 
land  on  Ide’s  Hill  to  erect  a standpipe  and  also  enough 
to  protect  the  surroundings.  We  believe  at  least  10 
acres  would  be  necessary,  and  more  should  be  bought  if 
a satisfactory  price  could  be  obtained  from  the  owners. 
Also  a strip  of  land  40  feet  wide  from  standpipe  to 
Thacher  street,  also  a strip  of  land  40  feet  wide  from 
standpipe  to  Tiffany  street,  including  land  for  a drive- 
way around  the  hill,  as  shown  by  plans. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Commissioners  be 
empowered  to  purchase  other  land,  if  they  think  neces- 
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sary,  providing  it  can  be  bought  at  a fair  market  value. 
The  reason  for  this  recommendation  is  that  the  top  of 
Ide's  Hill  is  owned  by  several  different  parties,  at  least 
four,  and  some  only  a few  acres.  It  might  be  possible 
to  buy  the  entire  lot  for  nearly  the  same  price  that  we 
would  have  to  pay  for  the  40-foot  strip  through  it. 

Total  Estimated  Cost  of  the  Entire  Recommendations. 

If  all  of  these  improvements  are  made,  the  total 
estimated  cost  will  be  $113,390.62.  And  we  feel  certain 
that  if  the  contracts  for  material  can  be  made  so  as  to 
take  advantage  of  the  present  low  prices,  these  estimates 
will  be  ample  to  cover  the  entire  expense,  and  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  do  the  entire  work  for  less  than  the 
estimate.

New  Work  in  Progress. 

Soon  after  the  special  town  meeting  of  September  6, 
we  began  to  make  a survey  of  the  land  that  was  to  be 
bought  and  to  locate  the  owners.  This  work,  when 
completed,  showed  a plat  of  the  top  of  Ide’s  Hill,  and 
also  of  all  the  different  parcels  of  land  that  we  would 
want  to  buy,  and  all  that  we  would  pass  through  with 
the  pipe  line.  There  were  found  to  be  ii  owners;  of 
these  only  four  reside  in  Attleborough.  To  January  i. 
we  have  bought  five  pieces  of  land,  comprising  29  acres, 
at  a cost  of  $1,025.00,  and  expect  to  purchase  the  balance 
of  the  land  we  need  in  a very  short  time. 

We  believe  that  the  town  should  instruct  the  Commis- 
sioners to  sell  such  land  as  they  see  fit,  if  in  their  judg- 
ment the  town  does  not  need  the  same,  as  we  may  have 
to  buy  more  than  we  really  need  in  order  to  get  what 
we  want  at  anywhere  near  a reasonable  price. 
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Proposed  New  Standpipe. 

\ 

August  10,  1904,  bids  were  received  for  the  new 
concrete-steel  standpipe,  and  five  bids  were  received, 
as  follows;  Babbitt,  Barr  & Davis,  $33,679.60;  Aberthaw 
Construction  Company,  $34,365.00;  Eglee-Bunting  Com- 
pany, $35,000.00;  Tucker  & Vinton,  $40,000.00;  Neff 
Company,  $75,000.00. 

After  a careful  study  of  all  the  plans  submitted  and 
method  of  construction  that  each  bidder  proposed,  we 
considered  that  the  Aberthaw  Construction  Company's 
bid  was  the  one  to  accept  for  the  following  reasons : On 
account  of  their  extra  steel  reinforcements,  richness  of 
concrete,  method  of  construction  and  complete  plans 
submitted.  The  contract  was  awarded  September  7, 
and  work  will  be  begun  in  the  early  spring.  When  com- 
pleted it  will  be  the  largest  standpipe  of  the  kind  ever 
built,  and  engineers  all  over  the  United  States  are  tak- 
ing a deep  interest  in  this  structure,  and  we  believe 
there  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  be  a perfect  success 
as  a storage  for  water  and  a credit  to  the  engineers. 
Snow  & Barbour,  who  designed  it. 

November  i,  specifications  were  sent  out  and  bids 
asked  for  to  furnish  the  cast-iron  pipe  for  the  new  force 
main  and  pipe  line  from  the  new  standpipe  to  the  town. 
The  approximate  amount  of  pipe  required  for  this  work 
is  1,160  tons,  of  sizes  16-inch,  20-inch  and  24-inch. 

Bids  were  opened  November  15,  and  the  following 
were  received:  Warren  Foundry  & Machine  Company, 

$22.90;  United  States  Cast  Iron  Pipe  Foundry  Com- 
pany, $24.70;  R.  D.  Wood  & Co.,  $24.80;  M.  J.  Drum- 
mond Company,  $25.90. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  the  W arren  Foundry 
& Machine  Company. 

We  consider  the  town  very  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  buy  the  pipe  at  this  low  price,  as  it  is  about  the 
lowest  point  reached  during  the  year.  All  contracts 
have  now  been  placed  for  the  entire  construction.  All 
of  tl,ie  pipe  is  to  be  laid  by  The  department. 
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Well. 

\\  hen  the  Commissioners  decided  to  recommend  the 
building-  of  a new  well  to  connect  with  the  old  one, 
the  specifications  were  prepared  by  Snow  & Barbour, 
engineers,  and  bids  were  asked  for  the  same,  to  be 
opened  September  2,  with  the  understanding  that  no 
award  would  be  made  until  after  the  town  meeting,  and 
not  then  unless  the  town  voted  to  build.  This  step  was 
taken  in  order  to  start  the  work  at  the  earliest  possible 
date,  which  would  be  necessary  in  order  to  complete  the 
well  this  year. 

There  were  four  bids  received,  as  follows:  C.  E. 

Trumbull  Company,  $14,405.00;  Seymour-Clark-Hill 
Company,  $14,520.00;  Gow  & Palmer,  $14,955.00;  H.  A. 
Hanscom  & Co.,  $15,820.00. 

C.  E.  Trumbull  Company,  being  the  lowest  bidders, 
were  informed  that  the  contract  would  be  awarded  to 
them  if  the  town  voted  to  instruct  the  Commissioners 
to  build  a well  as  they  recommended. 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  September  6,  it  was 
voted  unanimously  to  instruct  the  Commissioners  to 
build  the  new  well.  The  next  morning  the  contract  was 
signed  and  the  work  was  begun  in  a few  days  and 
pushed  forward  as  fast  as  practicable.  The  building  of 
the  new  well  was  finished,  except  the  roof,  which  will 
be  put  on  in  the  spring,  also  the  conduit  between  the 
two  wells  was  completed,  so  that  we  now  have  the  entire 
benefit  of  the  two  wells.  There  seems  to  be  an  abundant 
supply  at  the  present  time,  which  we  consider  remark- 
able in  so  dry  a timte  as  we  have  had  in  the  last  four 
months.  We  believe  the  present  well  supply  will  be 
sufficient  for  many  years  to  come,  and  that  it  will  never 
be  necessary  to  take  water  from  the  pond  for  any  cause 
whatever. 

The  grading  around  the  well  will  be  finished  as  early 
in  the  spring  as  possible,  when  with  the  completion  of 
the  roof,  we  believe  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  substan- 
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tial  and  perfectly  designed  wells  and  conduit,  for  the 
storage  and  intercepting  of  ground  water,  ever  built. 

Extensions. 

The  extension  of  main  pipe  this  year  is  very  small  in 
comparison  with  the  last  four  years.  The  only  long 
extension  was  on  Pleasant  street,  beginning  near  Alger’s 
Corner  and  extending  as  far  as  what  is  known  as  the 
“Carpenter  Place,”  a distance  of  3,719  feet.  The  total 
extension  of  main  pipe  for  the  year  is  6,428  feet,  or  1.2 
miles.  I 

The  table  giving  the  size  of  the  pipe  and  the  streets 
on  which  they  were  laid  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent. 

Pumping  Station. 

The  station  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  during 
the  year.  There  have  been  two  dormer  windows  put  on 
the  front,  which  greatly  improves  the  appearance  on  the 
outside  and  makes  a decided  improvement  in  light  and 
ventilation  on  the  inside.  At  the  present  time  we  are 
installing  an  air  and  boiler  feed  pump  on  the  Barr 
pumping  engine.  When  completed  it  will  greatly  im- 
prove the  efficiency  of  the  pump,  thereby  reducing  the 
cost  of  operating.  These  pumps  were  furnished  through 
IMcLaughlin  Bros,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

The  Deane  pump  has  been  overhauled  during  the  year 
and  is  in  first-class  condition.  The  boilers  have  been 
inspected  quart?erly  and  reported  to  be  in  good  condition. 
The  station  and  grounds  are  well  cared  for  and  are  neat 
and  clean  at  all  times. 

Standpipe. 

The  standpipe  has  been  cleaned  twice  this  year,  and 
both  times  there  was  a quantity  of  rust  in  the  bottom ; 
otherwise  it  seemed  in  good  condition.  We  would 
recommend  that  the  Commissioners  be  instructed  to  sell 
the  present  standpipe  as  soon  as  the  new  one  is  put  into 
commission,  as  it  will  be  of  no  further  use  to  the  depart- 
ment. 
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Barn  and  Workshop. 

Bids  were  received  March  26,  1904,  for  the  building 
of  a barn  and  workshop  combined,  and  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  Grant  Bros.,  who  were  the  lowest  bidders. 
The  work  was  immediately  begun  and  the  building  was 
completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  July  i.  The  build- 
ing is  40  feet  by  60  feet,  two  stories  and  basement.  The 
workshop  and  pipeshop  in  the  basement,  carriage  room, 
40  feet  by  40  feet,  and  stable  on  first  floor,  while  on  the 
second  floor  there  is  a well  lighted  workshop  for  the 
repairs  of  meters  and  machine  work,  with  an  office, 
sleeping  room,  grain  room  and  hay  loft. 

The  building  is  very  nicely  and  handily  arranged  for 
the  work  we  have  to  do.  The  old  shop  was  moved  to 
the  river  bank  and  used  for  a storehouse  for  tools  and 
materials.  We  have  a very  good  yard  and  the  coming 
season  intend  to  continue  the  river  wall  to  the  end  of 
the  lot,  which  will  still  further  improve  the  looks  and 
give  more  room  for  storage. 

Electrolysis. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  the  usual  trouble  on 
Emory  street  from  electrolysis.  We  have  had'to  replace 
nine  services  and  have  had  to  cut  out  three  and  one-half 
feet  of  six-inch  main  pipe.  There  was  a hole  in  the  main 
pipe  about  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  and 
there  were  several  other  spots  on  the  piece  taken  out 
that  were  nearly  through. 

When  we  found  that  the  main  was  so  badly  affected, 
the  Commissioners  thought  it  time  to  have  some  one 
make  a survey  of  the  entire  system  and  determine  what 
amount  of  current  we  were  carrying  on  the  mains,  and 
ascertain,^  if  possible,  what  damage  was  being  done  and 
place  the  blame  where  it  belongs,  and  have  the  railroad 
company  do  all  they  can  to  prevent  the  leakage  of  the 
current  from  the  rails  to  the  pipe,  and  also  have  those 
responsible  settle  for  the  damage  done  to  the  pipes. 
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The  main  on  Emory  street  is  directly  under  the  railroad 
tracks,  and  the  Commissioners  feel  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  relocate  either  the  water  pipes  or  the  railroad 
track,  if  the  trouble  from  electrolysis  continues.  At  the 
present  time  it  makes  it  very  expensive  for  repairs  on 
the  mains,  as  we  have  to  dig  down  on  the  outside  of  the 
track  as  well  as  in  the  centre,  to  get  a piece  of  pipe  out 
or  in,  and  the  only  other  way  would  be  to  cut  the  sleep- 
ers. There  are  over  lOO  feet  of  six-inch  main  pipe  that 
will  have  to  be  taken  out  in  the  spring,  as  it  is  not  safe 
in  the  present  condition.  Following  will  be  found  the 
report  of  A.  A.  Knudson,  E.  E.,  who  is  an  expert  in  this 
line  of  work  and  who  has  made  a great  many  investiga- 
tions and  surveys  throughout  the  cities  and  towns  of  the 
United  States. 

Copy  of  Report  on  Electrolytic  Investigation  of 
Water  Piping  System  of  Attleborough,  ]\Iass.,  by  A.  A. 
^Knudson,  E.  E.,  34  Nassau  street.  New  York  city. 

To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  Attleborough,  ]\Iass. : 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I have  made  an 
electrical  survey  in  the  town  and  suburbs  of  Attle- 
borough to  determine,  as  far  as  possible,  the  damage 
already  caused  to  the  water  piping  system  by  straying 
railway  currents,  with  the  liability  of  further  damage, 
and  herewith  present  my  report. 

A table  of  voltmeter  readings,  blue  prints  and 
photographs  are  furnished,  which  are  a part  of  this 
report. 

The  voltmeter  readings  are  tabulated  with  care  and 
are  intended  for  future  use  as  well  as  the  present,  as 
furnishing  a basis  for  comparison  of  readings  which  may 
be  taken  hereafter. 

Such  further  readings  will  be  desirable  in  case  of 
changes  or  improvements  made  in  the  track  construc- 
tion, in  order  to  watch  the  effect  of  flow  upon  the  mains 
as  to  whether  the  conditions  are  improved  or  otherwise.

There  are  several  electric  railways  entering  the  town, 
the  most  of  them  fed  by  current  from  the  powerhouse 
in  Pawtucket,  about  eight  miles  distant.  One,  the 
Bristol  County  road,  with  powerhouse  three  miles  south, 
and  one,  transformer  or  sub-station  in  the  town  on  West 
street. 

This  situation  made  the  tracing  and  identifying  of  the 
various  straying  currents  found  upon  your  mains  some- 
what difficult,  and  while  there  may  yet  be  some  undis- 
covered points  where  electrolysis  is  at  work,  we  believe 
the  most  important,  which  are  herein  recorded,  have 
been  found. 

The  operation  of  electric  cars  in  Attleborough,  fed 
from  the  several  powerhouses,  causes  currents  to  flow 
into  and  through  the  mains  in  all  sorts  of  directions. 
For  instance,  the  currents  from  one  line  flow  into  the 
mains,  pass  through  them  to  other  streets  and  pass  out 
of  them  to  the  tracks  of  other  lines.  This  effect  is  then 
reversed,  sometimes  with  a frequency  of  a few  seconds 
of  time,  and  again  at  intervals  of  a half  hour,  depending 
entirely  on  the  movements  of  the  cars  on  the  different 
lines. 

This  alternating  feature  of  current  movements  upon 
the  mains  is  shown  in  a number  of  cases  in  the  table  of 
voltmeter  readings.  ' 

REVIEW  OF  ELECTRICAL  MEASUREMENTS. 

In  this  review,  reference  is  had  to  the  tables  and  also 
to  the  drawing.  Fig.  i. 

Emory  Street. 

The  main  in  this  street,  and  also  the  service  pipes, 
have  been  undergoing  electrolysis  for  some  time.  This 
is  shown  by  the  number  of  samples  removed.  Photo 
No.  I,  on  the  following  page,  represents  a group  of 
damaged  service  pipes  removed  owing  to  leaks  caused 
bv  electrolysis,  and  No.  2 shows  a portion  of  the  six- 
inch  main  under  the  tracks.

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We  are  informed  that  in  the  part  of  the  street  where 
the  worst  damage  has  occurred  (between  Morey  and 
Brook  streets),  the  service  pipes  at  every  house  have 
burst  twice  within  two  years,  and  in  one  case,  four 
times, 

,The  table  of  voltmeter  readings  shows  the  flow  of 
trolley  current  to  be  in  both  directions,  that  is,  when  a 
Bristol  County  car  was  moving  on  this  part  of  the  line, 
the  readings  were : main  negative  to  rails,  or  current 

from  rails  to  main. 


When  the  car  was  absent,  the  readings  were:  main 

positive  to  rails,  or  flow  from  main  and  service  pipes  to 
rails. 


It  will  be  understood  that  damage  by  electrolysis 
occurs  in  the  latter  case  only.

This  “positive  section”  near  the  terminus  of  an  elec- 
tric railway,  three  miles  from  the  powerhouse,  in  what 
is  generally  a “negative  district,”  is  not  usually  found  in 
investigations  of  this  character.  One  supposed  cause 
was  that  the  current  entering  the  main  from  the  rails  of 
the  Bristol  County  Company’s  tracks  found  its  way  out 
through  the  wet  soil  in  which  it  lay  to  some  creek  or 
river  which  led  to  the  powerhouse.  The  tests  did  not 
indicate  this  to  be  the  cause. 

The  second  supposed  cause  was  that  the  positive  con- 
ductor at  the  powerhouse  was  connected  to  the  tracks 
instead  of,  as  usual,  to  the  line.  Tests  upon  the  rails, 
however,  when  a car  was  leaving  the  terminus,  showed 
the  current  to  be  flowing  towards  the  powerhouse  in  the 
usual  direction. 

'A  series  of  tests,  unnecessary  to  describe  in  detail, 
finally  disclosed  the  fact  that  current  from  the  Interstate 
line,  operating  through  Park  and  Pine  streets,  a short 
distance  away,  was  being  delivered  to  the  six-inch  main 
in  this  street  through  the  branch  main  in  Morey  street, 
and  from  this  main  delivered  to  the  Bristol  County’s 
tracks.  Drawing  Fig.  i will  give  a fair  idea  of  the 
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^course  of  these  currents,  and  but  little  further  explana- 
tion will  be  necessary. 

The  principal  cause  of  these  conditions  is  that  the 
Bristol  County  tracks  furnish  a better  conducting  path 
to  the  junction  where  the  two  roads  meet  than  the 
Interstate  tracks.  This  junction  is  just  south  of 
Hebronville. 

The  reason  is  plain,  however,  after  an  examination  of 
both  lines.  The  Bristol  County  tracks  have  heavy  60- 
foot  rails ; the  Interstate,  at  least  a large  part  of  the  line, 
has  comparatively  light,  30-foot  rails.  This,  of  course, 
means  twice  the  number  of  joints  and  bonds  in  a given 
distance  for  the  Interstate  line  and  a correspondingly 
higher  electrical  resistance  than  the  Bristol  County’s, 
through  a medium  of  water  mains. 

Examination  of  the  main  in  Emory  street,  where  un- 
covered for  a short  distance  (12  feet),  which  lays 
directly  under  the  tracks,  shows  it  to  be  practically 
destroyed.  Two  soft  spots  were  found,  caused  by  elec- 
trolysis, which  were  shaved  down  to  about  half  way 
through  the  iron.  Eur.ther  examination  was  stopped  on 
request  of  the  Superintendent,  as  there  was  danger  of 
a puncture,  in  which  case  a length  or  more  would  have 
to  be  removed,  which  would  entail  much  time  and 
labor,  as  some  of  the  track  ties  would  have  to 
be  removed.  It  was  thought  desirable  to  postpone  such 
work  until  the  main  actually  burst,  in  the  hope  that  it 
would  last  until  spring.  Two  other  pittings,  further 
south  of  the  first  discovered,  were  found,  but  of  less 
size  and  depth. 

Commissioners  ^Makepeace  and  Snell,  as  well  as  others 
of  the  Water  Department,  were  present  and  saw  the 
damaged  main. 

Referring  to  the  voltmeter  readings,  the  table  shows 
the  main  both  positive  (-f-)  and  negative  ( — ).  This  is 
explained  by  the  movements  of  the  car  on  this  road, 
which  operates  under  half-hour  schedule. 
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(When  there  was  no  car  in  the  vicinity,  the  main  was 
constantly  positive  to  the  rails,  ranging  from  i to  6.8 
volts.  When  a car  was  moving  in  the  vicinity,  reversals 
took  place  ranging  from  3 to  5.8  volts  ( — ).  From  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  main  is  subject  to  electrolysis 
the  greater  part  of  the  time. 

The  six-inch  main  in  Morey  street  was  also  uncovered 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  current  flow  and  ex- 
amination of  the  joints.  The  flow  of  current  was 
towards  Emory  street  and,  computed  in  amperes  by  the 
‘‘drop”  method,  ranged  from  o.  to  21.  amperes.  At  one 
time,  when  a Bristol  County  car  was  passing,  there  was 
a slight  reversal.  Two  joints  examined  show  evidence 
of  electrolytic  action,  one  of  them  slightly  leaking.  The 
same  measurement  on  the  main  in  Emory  street  gave 
16.8  amperes  maximum,  the  flow  being  south. 

Another  measurement  in  the  culvert  at  Park  and 
Brook  streets  (see  Fig.  i),  gave  but  0.9  amperes  maxi- 
mum, showing  that  practically  all  of  the  current  enter- 
ing this  main  goes  by  way  of  the  main  through  Morey 
street  to  the  main  in  Emory  street,  on  its  way  to  the 
Bristol  County  tracks.  It  is  cjuite  probable,  also,  that 
some  current  from  cars  centring  in  Park  street  finds 
its  way  to  the  tracks  in  Emory  street. 

Eurther  tests  were  made  on  this  line  to  and  beyond 
the  powerhouse,  with  the  result  of  obtaining  the  same 
character  of  readings  (-j-)  and  ( — ) at  each  point  tested. 
This  is  doubtless  due  to  movements  of  cars  on  both 
roads. 

At  points  where  the  main  rests  in  wet  soil,  as  in 
Emory  street,  damage  by  electrolysis  may  be  looked  for. 

Washington  Street  Line. 

This  line  runs  from  Providence  and  Pawtucket  to 
Attleborough  and  North  Attleborough. 

Tests  were  commenced  at  the  terminus  of  the  water 
main  at  the  boundary  line  of  Pawtucket,  at  Washington 
and  Turner  streets,  north  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.

bridge.  The  character  of  the  readings  indicate  the 
source  of  current  feeding  the  line  to  be  from  Pawtucket 
or  Providence,  and  not  from  the  sub-station  in  Attle- 
borough. This  was  confirmed  by  direction  tests  upon 
the  rails. 

The  readings,  as  will  be  noted,  grow  higher  as  the 
distance  is  increased  from  the  powerhouse,  until  the 
point  at  Orr’s  Corner,  where  the  highest  is  reached,  viz., 
56  volts.  I 

Tests  for  direction  upon  the  main  were  made  at  two 
places  and  at  both  the  flow  of  current  in  the  main  was 
south,  or  towards  Pawtucket. 

There  were  no  ‘‘positive”  readings  on  this  line.  That 
is,  where  the  main  was  to  the  rails,  not  even  at  the  ter- 
minus where  it  was  expected  the  current  flowing 
though  the  main  would  be  delivered.  In  all  probability, 
it  is  passing  into  the  soil  and  finding  its  way  back 
through  some  unknown  route.  The  main  near  this  dead 
end  will  bear  watching  in  future,  although  no  direct 
evidence  of  electrolysis  has  yet  been  discovered. 

County  Street. 

The  electrical  conditions  discovered  upon  the  main  in 
this  street  are  important  and  should  receive  careful 
attention. 

This  line  of  tracks  runs  through  County  street  for 
three-quarters  of  a mile,  from  Park  to  Dennis  streets, 
with  the  terminus  near  the  latter  street. 

The  road  was  built  in  the  summer  of  1900  and  the 
tracks  placed  directly  over  your  14-inch  force  main. 
This  was  done  in  the  face  of  a strong  protest  made  by 
your  Board,  which  protest  may  be  found  recorded  in 
the  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Water  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1900,  at  pages  13  to  19. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  readings  are  both  (+)  and 
( — ),  except  in  one  case,  at  the  terminus,  where  the  main 
continued  (+)  to  the  rails.  Near  this  point  the  flow 
of  current  through  the  main  was  west.  Tests  made  at 
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two  different  times  near  the  bridge  which  is  not  far  from 
Park  street,  the  central  part  of  the  town,  showed  a 
remarkable  condition,  the  changes  from  (-[-)  to  ( — ) 
being  exceedingly  frequent. 

The  flow  upon  the  rails,  and  also  main,  was  found  to 
be  of  the  same  character  as  between  main  and  rails,  viz., 
changing  at  frequent  intervals.  That  is  to  say,  it  would 
be  flowing  for  a few  seconds  or  a few  minutes  of  time 
south,,  when  a sudden  reversal  would  occur  and  it  would 
then  flow  north. 

As  will  be  noted,  the  plus  readings  are  higher  than 
the  negative,  in  one  case,  at  the  terminus,  continuously 
plus,  and  near  the  bridge,  at  one  time  reaching  30  volts. 

As  this  important  main  passes  through  the  brook  un- 
der the  bridge  and  lays  in  wet  soil  for  a considerable 
distance  in  the  street,  and  as  these  electrical  conditions 
have  prevailed  in  more  or  less  degree  since  the  road 
was  built  four  and  a half  years  ago,  it  is  safe  to  conclude 
that  this  main  is  already  damaged  by  electrolysis,  to 
what  extent  cannot  be  known  until  uncovered  and  ex- 
amined. It  was  not  deemed  wise,  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  to  make  such  examination,  owing  to  the  expense 
and  difficulty  of  digging  in  frozen  ground  directly  under 
the  tracks. 

Tt  is  not  deemed  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  this 
report,  to  give  all  the  details  leading  to  the  causes  of 
the  erratic  movements  of  straying  currents  in  this  street. 

It  may  be  said,  however,  that  the  geographical  posi- 
tion of  the  railway  line  in  County  street,  with  respect  to 
the  location  of  the  powerhouse  on  W est  street,  as  well 
as  a number  of  other  lines  operating  in  nearby  streets, 
all  contribute  to  bring  about  these  results. 

North  Main  Street  Line. 

The  readings  on  this  line  are  similar  to  those  on 
County  and  Emory  streets  as  to  being  in  both  directions, 
and  they  fully  indicate  harm  to  the  mains. 

The  continuous  “negative”  reading  at  the  corner  of 
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Park  and  North  J\Iain  streets,  reaching  8o  volts,  is  un- 
usual to  find  in  any  city,  and  is  probably  largely  due  to 
the  track  auxiliary  wire  being  disconnected  at  the  pole 
near  this  location. 

The  high  reading  at  this  point  will  account,  to  some 
extent,  for  the  conditions  found  on  County  street. 

The  continuous  “positive”  reading  taken  near  the  sub- 
station on  West  street,  viz.,  20  volts  maximum,  indicates 
certainly  a dangerous  situation  for  both  service  pipes 
and  main  in  this  street;  Recently  a service  pipe  burst 
near  this  point,  and  unless  these  electrical  conditions  are 
improved,  more  can  be  expected  to  fail,  as  well  as  the 
main,  anywhere  between  the  terminus  near  the  railway 
station  and  the  sub-station  on  W est  street.  The  most 
likely  points  for  damage,  however,  are  upon  North 
avenue,  where  the  ground  is  low  and  the  main  is  in  wet 
soil,  and  also  on  West  street,  anywhere  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  sub-station. 


Interstate  Line. 

This  line,  which  has  before  been  referred  to  as  being 
responsible  for  the  damage  to  the  pipes  in  Emory  street, 
has  its  Attleborough  terminus  on  the  south  side  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  tracks. 

The  reading  nearest  the  terminus  was  found  to  be  the 
highest  anywhere  on  the  line,  viz.,  60  volts.  All  of  the 
readings  are  continuously  negative  and  all  very  much 
higher  than  would  guarantee  even  an  approach  to  a 
healthy  state  for  the  mains  in  the  same  streets  as  the 
tracks,  or  even  in  adjoining  streets,  as  already  shown. 

Fig.  I shows  the  tracks  of  this  line  at  the  terminus. 

The  tests  were  continued  on  this  line  through  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville  to  the  terminus  of  the  six-inch 
main  at  the  junction  of  South  Main  street  and  Knight 
avenue,  a short  distance  from  the  junction  of  the  two 
roads,  the  Interstate  and  P)ristol  County. 
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Norton,  Mansfield  and  Taunton  Line. 

This  line  runs  through  Pleasant  street,  beginning 
north  of  the  Taunton  steam  railway  tracks. 

Tests  were  made  as  far  as  Richardson  street,  the 
terminus  of  the  six-inch  main.  The  voltmeter  readings 
through  this  street  are  similar  in  character  to  those  on 
some  other  streets,  the  current  flowing  at  intervals  be- 
tween the  main  and  tracks  in  both  directions.  They  are 
exceptionally  high  and  point  to  a wholly  inefflcient  track 
return,  with  the  usual  result  of  throwing  current  into 
and  through,  not  only  the  main  in  this  street,  but  a large 
portion  of  the  underground  mains  of  the  town,  with  con- 
sequent harmful  effects,  corresponding  to  the  force  and 
direction  of  such  currents. 

Summary  and  Conclusion. 

From  what  has  been  said*  in  the  foregoing,  it  is 
apparent  that  a serious  condition  exists  as  to  corrosion 
of  the  water  mains  by  electrolytic  action,  due  to  railway 
currents  in  Attleborough. 

The  prime  cause  of  this  effect  upon  underground 
mains  is  the  use  of  the  “grounded”  return  by  the  rail- 
way companies. 

In  other  words,  the  tracks  which  are  “grounded”  are 
depended  upon  to  return  the  current  to  the  powerhouse. 
Where  the  tracks  consist  of  heavy  rails,  well  bonded  at 
the  joints  and  reinforced  by  auxiliary  overhead  copper 
conductors,  the  current  is  more  largely  confined  to  a 
legitimate  path,  and  a less  amount  strays  through  the 
soil  to  mains. 

Such  construction  is  lacking  upon  the  railway  lines 
entering  Attleborough.  There  is  one  auxiliary  track 
feeder  on  the  Interstate  poles,  but  judging  from  its 
appearance  and  from  voltmeter  readings,  it  is  of  but 
little  use  for  the  purpose  intended.  Two  places  have 
been  found  where  the  tap  connections  to  the  feeder  on 
the  poles  are  broken  off. 

Besides  the  inefficient  track  return  on  practically  all 
of  the  lines  entering  and  passing  through  the  town,  the 
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case  is  aggravated  by  the  tracks  in  two  of  the  streets, 
County  and  Emory,  being,  as  stated,  placed  directly  over 
the  mains. 

In  regard  to  the  damaged  main  and  service  pipes  in 
Emory  street,  through  the  peculiar  current  action 
described,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  railway  companies 
operating  the  Interstate  and  other  lines  in  the  town  are 
responsible  for  said  dam'age,  and  should  reimburse  the 
Water  Department  for  the  expense  it  has  been  subjected 
to  in  replacing  a portion  of  the  main  and  a number  of 
service  pipes.  These  will  be  specified  later,  by  your 
Superintendent. 

The  condition  of  the  main  at  this  present  time  should 
also  be  taken  into  account,  and  from  the  examination 
made  when  uncovered,  we  believe  the  following  is  a 
fair  appraisement : 

One  hundred  and  twenty  feet  total  loss,  or  lo  12-foot 
lengths,  besides  the  cost  of  opening  and  replacing  the 
street  under  the  tracks  in  making  repairs. 

We  have  no  doubt  that  there  is  at  least  500  feet  more 
or  less  damaged,  ranging  from  10%  up  to  total.  The 
condition  of  the  main  as  found  is  such  that  it  is  likely 
to  fail  at  any  moment  at  some  point  within  this  500  feet. 

It  is  regarded  as  unfortunate  that  the  Bristol  County 
tracks  were  placed  directly  over  your  main.  The 
reasons  given  in  your  objections  to  this  course,  printed 
in  our  1900  report,  are  now  demonstrated  to  have  been 
sound,  by  the  results  herein  stated. 

The  portion  of  the  town  where  mains  and  pipes  are 
believed  to  be  in  the  greatest  danger  from  electrolysis 
is  in  County  street  and  the  upper  portion  of  Park  street, 
north  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  tracks,  more  par- 
ticularly, however,  the  14-inch  main  in  County  street, 
as  it  is  located  for  some  distance  in  wet  soil,  with  the 
tracks  directly  over  it.  No  actual  inspection  was  made 
of  the  main  at  this  time,  and  no  appraisement  of  damage 
can  be  reported,  but  from  observations  compared  with 
previous  similar  cases  where  mains  have  failed,  we  are 
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confident  that  damage  by  electrolytic  action  is  progress- 
ing and  a rupture  is  anticipated  if  the  present  condi- 
tions are  to  continue  for  any  considerable  length  of  time. 

In  this  connection  we  have  to  comm’end  your  fore- 
sight shown  in  the  following  statement  taken  from  your 
1901  report,  page  24: 

“May  30  we  put  a 14-inch  gate  on  the  force  main  on 
County  street,  just  north  of  Fourth  street,  so  in  case 
there  was  any  trouble  on  County  street,  between  Fourth 
and  Park  streets,  the  town  could  be  supplied  through 
Fourth  street.” 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  very  high  negative 
readings  at  Park  and  North  Main  streets,  and  also  the 
high  positive  readings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  sub-station 
on  West  street. 

Besides  the  lateral  efifect  of  electrolysis  upon  mains, 
damage  is  caused  at  many  of  the  joints  in  a piping 
system,  resulting  in  leaks,  which  leaks  are  usually 
attributed  to  any  other  cause  except  electrolysis. 

The  situation  in  Attleborough  is  such  that  electrolytic 
action  must  be  going  on  at  many  of  the  joints ; the 
heavy  flow  of  currents  at  times  found  passing  through 
the  mains  cannot  be  otherwise  than  injurious  at  joints 
over  a large  area  of  the  mains.  Alention  has  been  made 
of  evidence  of  such  injury  at  two  of  the  joints*  in  the 
main  in  Morey  street. 

Generally  speaking,  the  electrical  conditions  in  Attle- 
borough, as  relating  to  electrolysis,  are  such  as  to 
suggest  that  the  railway  companies  have  no  idea  of  the 
damage  they  are  causing  to  underground  mains.  This 
case  is  similar  to  a vicious  bull  roaming  at  large,  which 
has  already  gored  other  people’s  property,  for  which  the 
owners  of  said  bull  must  be  held  responsible,  and  unless 
it  is  promptly  and  effectually  taken  in  hand,  will  cer- 
tainly cause  much  further  damage.

ADDENDA. 

At  the  time  of  our  survey  in  Attleborough,  an  exam- 
ination was  made  of  some  of  the  meters  in  the  repair 
room  of  the  meter  department,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining if  they  were  being  affected  by  corrosive  action  in 
any  form  in  their  interior  parts.  In  one  case  a meter 
which  had  been  in  use  for  a few  years  was  examined, 
and  this  is  the  subject  of  the  accompanying  photograph 
and  following  explanation. 

^The  view  represents  the  inside  surface  of  an  iron  top 
of  a Crown  meter,  and  the  pittings  or  softened  state  of 
the  iron  may  be  seen  upon  the  surface,  particularly  at 
the  hub  around  the  centre  hole  and  also  around  the 
inside. edge  of  the  cover.  The  cause  of  this  corrosion  is 
not  due  to  straying  railway  currents,  but  it  is  electrolysis 
in  another  form  just  the  same  and,  therefore,  quite 
proper  to  mention  in  this  report. 

A previous  special  examination  made  by  the  writer 
in  another  case  upon  a number  of  meters  similarly 
damaged  to  ’ the  above,  which  examination  involved  a 
series  of  laboratory  experiments  and  careful  tests,  re- 
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suited  in  the  discovery  that  such  corrosion  was  caused 
by  electrolytic  or  g'alvanic  action  taking  place  upon  the 
iron,  i his  action  is  due  to  the  presence  of  dissimilar 
metals  placed  close  together,  with  the  water  between 
them  acting  as  an  electrolyte.  In  other  words,  the  brass 
or  bronze  body  of  the  meter  and  the  iron  cover  (sb  nvn 
in  the  photo),  with  the  water  between  the  two,  coi  'ti- 
tute  the  three  elements  of  a galvanic  battery,  mih  in 
form,  but  of  sufficient  strength  to  cause  in  from  thre  i to 
six  years  time,  as  in  several  known  cases,  such  dec  'in- 
position  of  the  iron  as  to  perforate  the  thin  cap,  result  ng 
in  leaks  and  sometimes  consequent  damage  by  escapmg 
water. 

Another  detrimental  feature  due  to  this  corrosion  is 
that  a reddish,  pasty  mass,  extracted  from  the  iron,  col- 
lects about  the  moving  parts  of  the  meter  and  tends  .o 
clog  or  retard  its  movement,  which  would  mean  a loss 
to  the  town  in  lower  readings  than  there  should  be. 

As  a remedy,  a method  has  been  suggested  to  your 
Superintendent  which,  while  it  has  not  yet,  in  other 
cases,  had  sufficient  time  to  demonstrate  a complete 
cure,  it  is  believed  will  very  largely  eliminate  the  cor- 
rosive effects  going  on  in  meters  that  are  constructed 
as  explained  above,  and  show  less  expense  in  repairs. 

Those  constructed  entirely  of  one  metal,  such  as 
bronze,  have  not  this  corrosive  feature.  There  is  one 
advantage,  however,  in  the  use  of  the  iron  cap  meters, 
as  explained  by  your  Superintendent  and  others  ex- 
perienced in  their  practical  use — when  a meter  is  frozen, 
this  iron  cap  breaks  open  before  the  other  and  more 
costly  parts  are  damaged.  The  replacing  of  a new  cap 
is,  therefore,  comparatively  inexpensive  and  on  this 
account  is  largely  used.

We  desire  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  to 
the  fact  that  the  total  cost  to  the  town  for  public  water 
is  only  $3,000.00  and  that  amount  is  placed  in  the  sink- 
ing fund  to  pay  bonds  when  due,  and  the  coming  year 
we  ask  for  only  $2,000.00  for  the  town  and  recommend 
$6,000.00  for  the  sinking  fund.

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'Based  on  the  above  figures  it  would  show  that  the 
department  is  not  only  self-supporting,  but  shows  an 
actual  profit  to  the  town  of  $10,950.00. 

Recommendations. 

e would  recommend  the  laying  of  a main  pipe  on 
Dennis  street,  from  County  to  Alechanics  street,  and  on 
^Mechanics  street  from  Dennis  street  to  Hodges  street, 
parallel  with  the  present  six-inch  main  on  jMachanics 
street. 

The  reason  we  make  this  recommendation  at  this  time 
is  that  we  are  coming  up  County  street  as  far  as  Dennis 
street  with  a 20-inch  main,  intending  to  branch  off  from 
this  point  across  the  railroad  track,  when  the  grade 
crossings  are  abolished  and  a street  crosses  the  track  at 
some  point  near  Summer  street,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that,  maybe  for  some  time  in  the  future  and  at  the 
present  time,  there  is  no  main  on  Dennis  street,  we  be- 
lieve we  should  have  a line  to  the  centre  through  this 
street.  If  we  do  not  it  will  leave  us  with  a single  main 
from  Dennis  street  to  Fourth  street,  and  owing  to  the 
current  from  the  electric  car  track  which  we  are  carry- 
ing on  the  present  14-inch  force  main,  and  the  main  pipe 
being  under  the  car  track,  we  do  not  believe  it  wise  to 
depend  on  this  single  main  after  going  to  the  expense 
we  have  to  perfect  the  system. 

We  would  recommend  an  appropriation  by  the  town 
of  $2,000.00,  which  is  $1,000.00  less  than  last  year,  for 
the  sinking  fund  for  maintenance,  together  with  the 
receipts  from  the  department,  and  that  $6,000.00  be 
placed  in  the  sinking  fund,  an  increase  of  $500.00  over 
last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT* 

To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  Attleborough: 
Gentlemen : 

I submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Department.  From  the  first  of  January  to  the  middle 
of  April  there  was  a continuous  freezing  of  service  pipes 
all  over  town,  and  especially  where  there  was  only  a 
small  quantity  of  water  used.  In  a number  of  places 
the  frost  went  as  deep  as  seven  feet,  and  the  main  pipe 
to  Briggs  Corner  was  frozen  for  53  days,  but  this  was 
largely  on  account  of  the  pipe  being  laid  in  the  fall  and 
there  being  very  little  water  used  on  the  line.  The  cost 
of  thawing  the  frozen  pipes  added  largely  to  the  expense 
of  maintenance  this  year,  as  there  were  216  that  were 
thawed  out  by  the  department,  while  there  were  a num- 
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ber  who  could  not  wait  and  employed  plumbers.  This 
was  the  firsbwinter  in  over  20  years  that  there  have  been 
any  number  of  services  frozen,  seldom  more  than  one 
or  two,  if  any.  On  this  account,  we  were  not  prepared 
for  this  line  of  work,  but  immediately  equipped  the  de- 
partment and  kept  two  and  three  gangs  going  contin- 
ually. The  large  expense  for  the  repairs  of  meters  this 
year  over  former  years  was  due  to  the  large  number  of 
frozen  meters. 

On  account  of  the  small  extensions  this  year  we  did 
not  employ  a very  large  force  of  men,  and  have  kept 
them  steady  through  the  year.  Most  of  the  work  during 
the  summer  was  laying  service  pipe  and  short  exten- 
sions, until  we  began  on  the  Pleasant  street  extension. 
As  soon  as  we  finished  that,  we  began  work  on  the  new 
pipe  line  from  Thacher  street  to  the  top  of  Ide’s  Hill. 
Thjis  had  to  be  a cut  of  400  feet  from  o to  9 feet  deep, 
and  a fill  of  500  feet  from  o to  8 feet.  The  work  is 
being  pushed  forward  in  order  to  get  the  pipe  to 
the  top  of  the  hill,  so  that  they  can  have  water  for 
building  the  standpipe.  We  are  in  hopes  to  have 
this  pipe  laid  early  in  April.  The  wood  and  brush  has 
been  cut  from  Thacher  street  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  tak- 
ing a strip  40  feet  wide,  and  when  the  grading  is  com- 
pleted there  will  be  a very  good  road  from  Thacher 
street  to  the  summit. 


Services. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  put  in  97  new  service 
connections  and  replaced  25  old  services  with  cement- 
lined  pipe. 

Amount  of  service  pipe  laid  as  follows: 

1,648  feet  from  main  to  service  box. 

5,163  feet  from  service  box  to  cellar. 

135  feet  sold  to  plumbers  for  use  inside  cellars. 
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Private  Fire  Connections. 

There  were  two  applications  for  private  fire  connec- 
tions during  the  year,  J.  E.  Blake  for  shop  No.  2,  South 
Main  street,  and  J,.  M.  Bates  for  the  Opera  House. 
The  department  made  the  connection  to  the  .mains  and 
run  the  pipe  inside  the  buildings  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners,  using  139  feet  of  six-inch  pipe  and  32  feet  of 
four-inch  pipe,  two  six-inch  gates  and  one  four-inch,  and 
three  indicator  posts,  one  sleeve  and  gate. 

Hydrants. 

During  the  year  six  new  hydrants  have  been  set,, 
making  the  total  number  335.  One  old  hydrant  replaced 
with  a new  one,  and  all  have  been  inspected.  There 
have  been  24  repaired,  all  have  been  flushed  at  least  four 
times,  and  all  hydrants  on  dead  ends  were  flushed  every 
week  during  the  summer  months.  The  use  of  hydrants 
for  street  sprinkling  has  been  the  cause  of  most  of  the 
repairs,  also  the  use  for  street  work,  where  men  operate 
them  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  mechanism  and  are 
liable  to  turn  the  wrong  way  and  bend  or  break  the 
spindle,  so  as  to  make  the  hydrants  useless  for  fire  pur- 
poses. We  would  recommend  that  standpipes  be  put  in 
for  that  purpose  at  South  Attleboro  and  that  hydrants 
be  used  as  little  as  possible,  except  for  fires. 

Leaks. 

There  were  35  leaks  during  the  year,  with  nine  on  the 
main  pipes,  22  on  service  pipes,  nine  of  which  were 
caused  by  electrolysis,  two  on  hydrants  and  two  on 
gates.  . ' 

Gate  Valves  and  Boxes. 

There  have  been  seven  new  gate  valves  put  in  this 
year,  16  new  gate  boxes  and  27  brought  to  grade.

Consumption  of  Water. 


You  will  notice  that  the  amount  of  water  used  this 
year  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  last  year,  and 
shows  a marked  increase  per  capita  of  each  inhabitant 
and  consumer,  and  is  on  account  of  allowing  the  water 
to  run  last  winter  to  prevent  freezing,  and  the  amount 
wasted  during  the  time  the  new  well  was  being  con- 
structed, as  we  had  to  pump  and  waste  the  water  to  keep 
the  well  down  so  they  could  work  on  the  conduit  that 
connects  the  two  wells.  This  would  account  for  the 
largest  part  of  it. 

There  has  been  another  sprinkling  cart  added  this 
3^ear,  making  five  in  all,  thereby  increasing  the  public 
consumption,  which  will  greatly  increase  from  year  to 
year.  I 

The  total  number  of  gallons  pumped  in  1904  was 
202,919,700,  and  in  1903  there  were  pumped  170,215,160 
gallons,  making  the  increase  for  the  year  32,704,540 
gallons. 

Appended  will  be  found  tables  showing  condensed 
statements  of  the  pumping  records  for  the  year  and 
copies  of  the  analyses  made  from  the  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  well.

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ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS. 

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
lands,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  works  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise.  ^ 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  now  are  or  may  become  vested  in  the  town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
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make  a report  in  detail  to  the  town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or 
ornamental  public  water  works,  for  flushing  and 
cleansing  public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling 
streets,  and  for  any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that 
of  ordinary  water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  W ater  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment  of 
one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  s.uch  violation,  any  payment 
for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

T.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
to  which  it  is  to  be  applied.

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents 
or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  town. 
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8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

'10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  sam^  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $i  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  After  January  i,  1902,  no  person  or  persons  will 
be  allow'ed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board  ; and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until  a 
new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not 
have  the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until 
the  average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the 
same  as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with 
the  AVater  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private 
hydrants  or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
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sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purposes  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board 
may  impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more 
than  $20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 

llf  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  will  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit 
for  the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 
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16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and 
maintenance. 

17.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleboro,  shall  be  open 
for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of  the 
town  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  Xo  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  N^o  nuisances  shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  ever}" 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment w"hen  called  upon  to  do  so.  Any  one  caught  fish- 
ing without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by- 
law, will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be 
prosecuted  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall 
be  due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  10.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE* 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

Your  Committee  herewith  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion their  annual  report  in  regard  to  the  expenditure  of 
the  appropriations  made  for  the  Public  Schools  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1904.  We  would  respectfully 
request  your  careful  perusal  of  the  financial  and  other 
reports  hereby  given,  for  our  Public  School  Department 
has  increased  very  rapidly  in  importance  and  expense, 
and,  as  one-third  of  the  appropriations  of  the  town  is  for 
expense  of  our  schools,  it  should  interest  every  citizen 
to  examine  and  understand  the  subject. 

Importance  of  Education. 

President  Roosevelt  says,  ‘“’No  Christian  and  civilized 
community  can  afford  to  show  a happy-go-lucky  lack  of 
concern  for  the  youth  of  today ; for,  if  so,  the  community 
will  have  to  pay  a terrible  penalty  of  financial  burden 
and  social  degradation  in  the  tomorrow.  If  a race  does 
not  have  plenty  of  children,  or  if  the  children  do  not 
grow  up,  or  if  when  they  grow  up,  they  are  unhealthy  in 
body,  and  stunted  or  vicious  in  mind,  then  that  race  is 
decadent,  and  no  heaping  up  of  wealth,  no  splendor  of 
momentary  material  prosperity,  can  avail  in  any  degree 
as  offsets.” 

All  our  interest  in  and  expense  for  the  schools  is  and 
must  be  for  our  children  and  young  people,  that  they 
may  have  the  best  opportunities  we  can  afford,  better 
than  we  had  ourselves,  to  prepare  to  take  our  places  and 
bear  the  heat  and  burden  of  life,  and  make  our  loved 
town  a credit  to  the  State  and  nation,  when  our  work  is 
done,  and  the  places  that  now  know  us  shall  know  us 
no  more.  Therefore,  every  citizen  should  be  very  much 
interested  to  see  not  only  that  ample  means  should  be 
provided,  but  that  we  should  get  the  best  and  most  that 
can  be  obtained  for  the  money  expended. 
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Repairs. 

Your  Committee  do  not  think  there  has  been  a dollar 
expended  foolishly  or  needlessly  during  the  year,  but  we 
have  overdrawn  the  appropriation  $816.86,  and  very 
many  things  in  repairs  and  renewals,  in  and  around  the 
school  houses,  are  needed  and  should  be  done.  We  have 
not  done  them  because  we  had  not  the  funds  and  could 
put  them  off.  Some  things  we  could  not  put  off,  and 
therefore  have  overdrawn.  The  fence  and  wall  around 
Sanford  street  lot  has  decayed  and  given  out,  and  should 
be  replaced ; the  old  boiler  at  the  High  School  will  not 
do  the  work  required  and  a new  one  is  needed ; sanitary 
arrangements  at  several  schools,  which  are  piped  for 
town  water,  should  be  put  in.  The  truth  is  that 
$10,000.00  could  be  used  to  advantage,  and  it  would  be 
economy  to  do  so,  and  thus  keep  ahead  of  actual  work 
that  must  be  done,  as  at  the  High  School,  if  the  boiler 
'gives  out  during  winter  service,  the  loss  would  be  more 
than  cost  of  boiler  and  connections,  if  put  in  during 
summer  vacation. 


Insurance. 

We  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the 
subject  of  fire  insurance  upon  our  school  buildings. 
The  expense  is  about  $525.00  per  year.  We  do  not  know 
of  any  fires  in  our  school  buildings  for  many  years,  and 
as  all  of  our  buildings  are  now  heated  from  the  base- 
ments, there  does  not  seem  to  be  much  danger  of  fire 
from  that  source.  There  is  some  danger  from  incen- 
diarism, as  in  Plainville,  and  some  years  ago  there  was 
an  attempt  at  the  Sanford  Street  School,  but  it  was  not 
successful.  We  wish  the  voters  would  take  some  definite 
action  and  decide  whether  we  should  continue  to  insure, 
or  whether  the  town  will  take  its  own  risk. 

Loss  of  Teachers. 

For  reasons  beyond  our  control  there  have  been  many 
changes  among  the  teachers.  The  principal  reason  is 
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that  the  cities  and  towns  around  Boston,  with  a much 
larg-er  valuation  and  much  smaller  tax  rate,  are  able  to 
pay  more  than  we  do,  or  ought  to  do.  Our  salaries  are 
such  that  we  draw  teachers  from  i\laine.  New  Hamp- 
shire, A'ermont,  and  A\>stern  Alassachusetts,  but  we 
cannot  and  do  not  expect  to  retain  ambitious,  growing 
teachers  if  they  receive  louder  and  stronger  calls  than 
we  can  give.  From  the  State  report  we  find  that  in  1903, 
of  the  353  towns  and  cities  in  ^Massachusetts,  two  towns 
appropriated  respectively  $9.61  and  ’$9.80  per  thousand 
of  valuation,  for  schools ; five  from  $8.05  to  $8.64  per 
thousand  ; 12  from  $7.06  to  $7.97;  52  towns  from  $6.01 
to  $6.99;  making  71  towns  above  $6.00  per  thousand  of 
valuation.  Attleborough  is  62d  with  $6.09  to  our  credit ; 
Xorth  Attleborough  is  23d  at  $6.94  per  thousand  ; while 
around  Boston,  where  our  teachers  are  called,  the  rate 
is  from  $4.20,  the  rate  of  Dedham,  which  is  the  214th  on 
list,  to  $1.80,  the  rate  of  Brookline,  which  is  349th  on 
list.  Therefore,  the  town  can  see  at  once,  that  it  would 
be  very  foolish  to  endeavor  to  compete  with  those  towns, 
who  only  have  to  pay  from  one-third  to  two-thirds  of  the 
rate  for  schools  that  we  have  to  pay.  In  fact,  it  is  a 
credit  to  our  town  that  the  Superintendents  of  these 
places  come  right  to  Attleborough  to  find  good  teachers. 

do  the  same  among  other  towns,  therefore,  while  we 
would  like  to  keep  our  teachers,  we  have  no  cause  for 
complaint. 

Vacation  School. 

At  Dodgeville,  during  the  summer  vacation,  we  tried 
the  experiment  of  a school  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
young  people  some  of  the  advantages  of  manual  training 
in  various  lines  which  they  could  not  obtain  without 
some  assistance.  There  were  classes  in  sewing,  where 
they  were  not  only  taught  to  use  the  needle,  but  to 
make  garments  for  their  own  wearing  apparel  from 
material  furnished.  The  scholars  made  boxes,  baskets, 
and  mats  from  raffia  and  other  materials ; they  had  the 
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care  of  the  school  building  and  grounds;  had  Nature 
work  and  many  little  garden  beds,  where  they  raised 
many  kinds  of  vegetables.  Part  of  the  scholars  each 
day  brought  their  dinners  and,  upon  an  extension  table 
furnished,  spread  the  table  cloth  and  set  the  table,  ate 
their  dinners,  cleared  off,  and  thus  learned  helpful  les- 
sons regarding  table  manners ; this  all  under  the  over- 
sight and  guidance  of  the  teachers.  Miss  Roberts,  our 
efficient  Principal  at  Dodgeville,  assisted  by  Miss  Alice 
M.  Easterbrooks  for  part  of  the  time,  and  Miss  R. 
Mildred  Carpenter  the  balance,  conducted  the  school  in 
a way  that  held  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the 
scholars  for  the  whole  term.  Your  Committee  were 
agreeably  surprised  at  the  constant  attendance  and  great 
interest  shown,  and  believe  that  it  was  money  well  ex- 
pended, and  of  great  assistance  to  all  who  attended,  not 
only  in  the  instruction  given,  but  in  keeping  the  children 
interested  in  higher  and  better  things,  out  of  the  streets, 
and  under  good  influence  rather  than  evil. 

We  believe  it  would  be  a grand  work  to  have  several 
such  schools  in  town  during  the  summer  vacation,  for 
if  we  can  keep  many  of  our  young  people  off  the  streets 
and  get  their  minds  interested  in  work  and  play  that 
will  prove  uplifting  and  helpful  to  them,  they  may  be 
saved  from  mischief  and  perhaps  crime,  which  idle  hands 
and  minds  are  tempted  to  do. 

“Idle  boys  and  girls  are  found 
Standing  on  the  devil’s  ground. 

He  will  find  them  work  to  do, 

And  he  will  pay  them  wages,  too.” 

Therefore,  by  all  means  keep  them  busy  at  something 
useful  and  helpful. 

More  School  Room  Needed. 

At  Hebronville  we  still  continue  the  school  at  Moran 
Hall.  In  the  near  future,  when  more  pressing  wants 
have  been  supplied,  it  would  be  well  to  build  a two'-room 
addition  on  rear  of  present  building  and  thus  accommo- 
date all  on  our  own  school  grounds. 
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At  Briggs  Corner,  your  Committee  think  the  time  has 
come  when  the  town  should  build  a new  building:. 
There  are  more  scholars  there  than  can  be  properly 
seated,  and  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  brought 
up  to  the  Centre.  Your  Committee  unanimously  and 
earnestly  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  $7,800.00 
for  a three-room  building,  to  be  built  this  season  and 
made  ready  for  use  next  fall.  We  have  able  and  very 
efficient  teachers  there,  but  the  best  work  cannot  be 
done  under  present  conditions. 

In  olden  times,  more  than  2500  years  ago,  it  was 
written  as  an  evidence  of  prosperity,  “That  the  streets 
were  full  of  children.”  The  old  saying  still  holds  good, 
especially  of  Attleborough,  for  cur  children  in  schools 
are  increasing  at  the  rate  of  nearly  two  schools  a year^ 
and  the  town  will  be  called  upon  within  a year  or  two 
for  another  school  building  near  the  Centre,  and,  when 
we  do  build,  we  should  have  a building  similar  to  the 
Richardson  School,  a good  eight-room  building.  AVould 
it  not  be  well  to  look  over  the  Centre  and  make  suitable 
provision  for  a lot,  and  thus  be  prepared  for  what  will 
certainly  come  very  soon,  unless  the  town  should  cease 
to  grow? 

Transportation. 

The  transportation  expense  is  increasing,  as  we  not 
only  have  more  scholars  in  the  suburbs,  but  have  to 
bring  some  20  from  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville,  as 
those  schools  are  full  and  we  bring  the  upper  grades  to 
the  Centre,  which  we  think  to  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  all. 


Benevolence. 

The  benevolence  account  has  been  expended  under 
the  careful  supervision  of  our  truant  officer,  Mr.  AVarren 
Parker,  who  has  been  very  careful  to  see  that  it  has  been 
given  only  where  really  required,  but  there  are  many 
requests  for  aid  where  it  is  not  really  needed,  for  the 
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simple  reason  “that  because  shoes  and  help  are  pro- 
vided for  other  children,  we  want  ours  cared  for  also,” 
without  regard  to  ability  to  obtain  such  needful  things 
themselves.  We  think  it  well  to  keep  the  appropriation 
small,  as  it  deters  some  from  calling  for  aid  who  do  not 
need  it.  One  of  our  public  spirited  citizens  donated 
$20.00,  and  quite  a number  have  given  assistance  to 
Mr.  Parker  in  way  of  clothing,  which  he  has  had  ample 
opportunity  to  make  use  of.  We  desire  to  thank  all 
who  have  helped,  for  the  assistance  and  interest  shown. 


The  Work  of  the  Schools. 

No  radical  changes  have  been  made  in  our  school 
work,  but  your  Committee  have  desired  and  will  make 
any  changes  we  think  will  improve  the  quality  and  in- 
terest of  our  schools  for  the  scholars. 

We  would  respectfully  request  that  you  give  careful 
consideration  to  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent, 
Principals  of  High  and  Grammar  Schools,  and  Super- 
visors of  Music  and  Drawing,  as  they  will  give  more 
detailed  view  of  work  attained  during  the  year. 

Since  our  last  report  every  school  in  town  has  been 
visited  by  your  Committee,  and  we  speak  from  personal 
knowledge  when  we  express  our  belief  that  we  have  a 
most  excellent  corps  of  teachers,  who,  under  the 
guidance  of  our  Superintendent,  are  doing  their  work 
in  a faithful  and  conscientious  way  that  cannot  be  too 
highly  approved  and  appreciated  by  the  citizens  of  our 
town. 

In  order  that  our  schools  may  be  kept  at  their  present 
high  point  of  excellence,  we  recommend  the  following 
appropriations,  in  addition  to  the  dog  fund,  for  1905:

Text  books  and  supplies,  3,500.00 

Incidentals  and  repairs,  6,500.00 
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IT-ansportatioiL  2,000.00

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Attleborough  : 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  21st  in  the  series  of  such 
reports. 

Teachers. 

We  lost  25  teachers  out  of  a force  of  66  during  1904. 
Sixteen  left  for  better  incomes  elsewhere,  three  were 
not  successful,  and  the  rest  left  on  account  of  illness,  or 
change  of  occupation.  The  success  of  our  teachers  con- 
tinues to  attract  increasing  notice.  In  April,  1904,  I 
reported  to  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion that  II  teachers  had  been  employed  less  than  one 
year,  12  between  one  and  two  years,  14  between  two  and 
three  years.  Thus  more  than  half  (5^%)  been  in 
the  service  here  less  than  three  years,  and  only  14 
(21%)  more  than  five  years. 
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111  contrast  to  this  I wish  to  mention  the  long:  and 
honorable  service  of  Mrs.  O.  Cora  Chatterton  and  Mrs. 
Julia  L.  Merry,  who  have  taught  almost  continuously 
since  1872  and  1874  respectively. 

Five  years  ago,  but  57.5  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  had 
more  than  a High  School  preparation ; last  year,  the 
school  year  ending  June,  1904,  74  per  cent,  had  prepared 
in  either  Normal  School  or  college,  and  the  other  26  per 
cent,  have  demonstrated  their  fitness  to  teach  by  their 
years  of  efficient  service  in  our  schools. 

Twenty-four  of  our  present  force  may  be  called  “home 
teachers,”  a larger  proportion  than  is  popularly  sup- 
posed. The  brief  stay  of  those  who  come  and  go  justi- 
fies the  care  taken  in  their  selection,  and  our  insistence 
on  that  preparation  which  shall  enable  them  to  teach 
and  control  successfully  from  the  start. 

The  usual  teachers’  meetings  have  been  held.  The 
following  gentlemen  have  also  delivered  addresses  on 
special  occasions:  Mr.  Daniel  W.  Hofif,  Writing  Super- 

visor of  Lawrence ; Superintendent  Herbert  W.  Lull  of 
Newport,  R.  I. ; Superintendent  Frank  R.  Page  of 
Watertown ; Mr.  Thomas  W.  Williams  of  the  Attle- 
borough School  Committee ; Superintendent  Asher  J. 
Jacoby  of  Milton. 

A brief  social  period  with  light  refreshments  is  often 
a pleasant  feature  of  the  general  meetings. 

Fire  Drills. 

To  safeguard  the  pupils  from  danger  by  fire,  every 
two-story  school  house  has  been  specially  wired  for 
•electric  signals,  to  which  the  pupils  are  drilled  to 
respond.  The  characteristic  features  of  the  system  are  : 

1.  Push  buttons  in  the  basement  and  on  every  floor. 

2.  Uniformity  throughout  town  in  the  code  of  signals 
and  the  pitch  of  the  bells. 

3.  Detailed  written  directions  for  executing  the  drills 
on  file  with  each  principal  and  each  teacher. 
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4.  1 WO  drills  a month,  weather  permitting,  at  irreg- 

ular intervals.  1 he  iron  fire  escape  at  Sanford  Street 
School  has  been  strengthened  and  pronounced  by  ex- 
perts perfectly  safe.  In  winter  it  is  kept  clear  of  ice 
and  snow. 

Home  Gardens. 

lEarly  in  the  spring  the  pupils  were  offered,  at  a very 
low  cost,  seed  collections,  both  floral  and  vegetable,  to 
be  planted  at  home.  They  were  given  a few  very  simple 
directions,  and  encouraged  by  the  promise  of  a reward. 
About  June  i,  each  one  who  wished  to  have  his  or  her 
garden  visited  by  the  judges,  filled  out  a card  of  iden- 
tification. In  August,  270  of  these  cards  were  distributed 
among  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  served  as  judges, 
and  each  garden  was  visited  and  ranked.  The  interest 
shown  by  parents  and  children  was  very  great,  and  the 
judges  were  greatly  pleased  with  the  results.  A few 
well  known  citizens  contributed  money  for  the  prizes, 
which  consisted  of  garden  tools  for  the  five  best  gardens, 
and  hyacinth  and  tulip  bulbs  for  all  the  rest,  except  the 
failures.  In  addition  to  the  prizes  a certificate  of  merit 
was  presented  to  every  successful  gardener. 

The  prize  winners  were : Pdoral — First,  Chester 

Rounseville ; second,  Helen  Tripp  and  Gordon  Ward; 
honorable  mention,  Irene  Field.  Vegetable — First, 

Frank  Barney;  second,  John  Farley;  honorable  mention, 
Shirley  Grow  and  Garris  Cloutier. 

The  initial  success  was  sufficient  to  inspire  several 
citizens  to  volunteer  their  assistance  in  various  prac- 
tical ways  next  season. 

Our  motive  is  (i)  to  foster  a practical  kind  of  ‘'nature 
study”  which  shall  yield  among  other  things  a respect 
for  agriculture;  (2)  to  emphasize  the  idea  that  home 
occupations  may  educate  as  truly  as  school  occupations, 
and  to  make  one  more  bond  in  the  essential  unity  of 
endeavor  between  school  and  home  ; (3)  to  give  children 
an  outdoor  occupation  both  healthful  and  interesting, 
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which  will  offset  to  some  extent  the  aimless  play  of 
vacation  days;  (4)  to  grow  useful  and  beautiful  plants 
in  the  bare  spots,  and  thus  to  add'a  charm  to  the  lives 
of  the  dwellers  nearby. 

It  is  very  desirable  to  establish  model  gardens  on  or 
near  the  school  grounds,  and  to  teach  preparation  of  the 
soil,  planting,  and  cultivation,  and  I shall  favor  such  a 
step  for  the  coming  season. 

School  Yards. 

The  Carpenter  street  lot  has  been  improved  by  curb 
and  gutter,  and  two  small  stretches  of  lawn.  It  is  im- 
possible to  put  a lawn  all  around  the. front,  because  that 
would  deprive  the  children  of  their  playground.  Even 
with  the  small  lawn,  however,  and  with  the  addition  of 
a few  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers,  it  will  present  a strong 
contrast  to  its  former  appearance.  By  similarly  im- 
proving one  lot  each  year,  the  neglected  looking  yards 
will  soon  be  a thing  of  the  past.  It  is  a mistake  to  erect 
a school  on  such  a small  lot.  Every  school  house  should 
have  a well  kept  lawn  in  front,  so  that  it  will  appear  as 
well  from  the  street  as  a private  residence,  and  should 
have  ample  space  for  playgrounds  in  the  rear. 

The  flower  gardens  made  by  pupils  and  teachers  in 
several  school  yards  were  beautiful  during  the  season, 
and  many  bulbs  have  been  planted  for  early  spring 
blooms. 

Vacation  School. 

The  vacation  school  at  Dodgeville  described  in  the 
report  of  the  School  Committee  was  a very  satisfactory 
venture.  I approve  of  it,  not  only  because  the  children 
were  retained  throughout  the  summer  in  the  “atmos- 
phere” of  the  school,  which  is  more  elevating  than  that 
of  the  street,  but  because  it  gave  opportunity  for  in- 
struction in  those  exceedingly  practical  domestic  and 
manual  arts  so  necessary  in  any  modern  plan  of  educa- 
tion, without  infringing  on  other  studies. 
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Evenmg  Schools. 

These  schools  were  conducted  in  four  different  parts 
of  the  town  for  36  nights  from  October  4,  1904,  to 
December  23,  1904.  A course  of  study  was  issued,  and 
followed  as  closely  as  circumstances  would  permit,  and 
final  examinations  were  given  by  the  Superintendent, 
with  very  gratifying  results.  Additional  books  were 
bought  for  the  exclusive  use  of  these  schools,  and  more 
comfortable  furniture  was  added.  The  Turner  Street 
School  was  opened  later  than  the  rest  and  its  term  was 
continued  through  January,  1905. 

The  usual  decline  in  interest  and  attendance  appeared 
among  the  voluntary  students  as  the  novelty  of  evening 
study  wore  away,  and  the  road  to  learning  was  found 
to  be  the  same  old  road  which  they  had  forsaken  in 
childhood.  Yet  many  even  of  these  students  have  been 
greatly  benefited.  In  several  cases,  futures  have  been 
changed  in  consequence  of  talents  here  discovered  and 
developed.  Though  these  cases  are  relatively  few,  they 
are  numerous  enough  to  justify  the  expense  of  these 
schools  on  economic  grounds.  By  far  the  greatest 
amount  of  effort  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  illiterates, 
most  of  whom  are  required  by  law  to  attend,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  most  apparent  and  encouraging  results 
have  been  secured  from  this  class.

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Growth. 

The  schools  in  the  Centre  alone,  not  counting  the 
High  School  nor  any  of  the  outlying  districts,  have 
gained  149  pupils  during  the  last  four  years,  or  since  the 
Richardson  School  was  opened.  Last  September,  177 
children  of  grammar  and  primary  schools  living  east  of 
the  railroad  had  to  be  sent  across  the  track  to  Sanford 
street,  although  the  building  of  the  Richardson  School 
was  supposed  to  stop  this  necessity.  Furthermore,  the 
building  operations  on  Peck’s  Plat  and  in  other  parts 
of  the  town  west  of  the  railroad  are  causing  a large  in- 
crease in  the  number  belonging  at  Sanford  street,  so 
that  it  will  soon  have  little  room  to  spare  for  the  over- 
flow from  other  schools. 

The  Richardson  School  now  averages  43  pupils  to  a 
room,  although  half  of  the  seventh  and  all  of  the  eighth 
grades  are  sent  to  Sanford  street.  At  Sanford  street 
four  rooms  now  require  assistant  teachers,  and  more  will 
be  needed  before  the  next  report  appears.  Thus  we  are 
rapidly  approaching  a repetition  of  the  crowded  condi- 
tions which  led  to  the  erection  of  the  Richardson  School. 

An  eight-room  building  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
Centre,  besides  furnishing  school  accommodations  for 
many  east  side  children  nearer  their  homes,  would  be 
more  convenient  for  residents  of  Lona  Cut,  would 
obviate  the  necessity  of  transporting  Dodgeville  children 
in  the  higher  grades,  and  would  allow  the  South  Main 
street  building  to  be  used  as  a disciplinary  school. 

Disciplinary  School. 

Nearly  every  school  room  has  one  or  more  pupils  who 
are  almost,  if  not  entirely,  incorrigible.  The  removal  of 
the  contaminating  influence  of  these  children  from  her 
school  is  the  greatest  boon  the  teacher  could  ask.  To 
avoid  sending  them  from  their  homes  to  State  or  county 
institutions  to  be  reformed,  many  large  towns  and  cities 
have  special  schools  for  them,  in  the  charge  of  the  best 
teachers  procurable.  Relatively  few  in  number  and  con- 
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trolled  by  a masterful  mind,  most  of  these  pupils  are 
greatly  benefited  in  their  studies,  and  are  redeemed  to 
decency  in  their  behavior.  Providence,  for  example, 
maintains  eight  of  these  schools.  Not  only  will  the 
school  benefit  those  who  are  committed  to  it,  but  will 
act  very  favorably  on  the  conduct  of  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  be  committed  to  it. 

The  one-room  building  on  South  ^lain  street  offers  an 
ideal  location  for  such  a school,  and  the  pressing  need 
for  it  furnishes  an  added  reason  for  the  speedy  erection 
of  a new  eight-room  building  on  the  east  side  very  soon. 

Gifts. 

Since  many  erroneous  ideas  prevail  in  regard  to  the 
Richardson  School  Fund,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that 
this  fund  is  administered  by  a board  of  trustees  who  are 
entirely  independent  of  the  town  government.  The 
trustees  meet  annually  on  February  22,  and  usually 
appropriate  from  the  income  $1,000.00,  which  is  divided 
as  follows : $500.00  towards  the  salary  of  the  drawing 

teacher,  $100.00  for  reference  bocks  now  placed  in  the 
Public  Library,  and  $400.00  for  miscellaneous  uses. 
From  the  last  named  amount  the  schools  have  received 
during  the  past  year  portable  organs,  historical  maps, 
reference  books,  and  a stereopticon. 

The  Richards  Fund_  is  a similar,  though  smaller  fund,, 
held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  at  South 
’.Attleborough,  which  have  received  from  it  during  the 
year  two  organs  and  a set  of  reference  books. 

These  funds  are  in  the  nature  of  an  endowment. 
Though  originally  small,  they  have  increased  to  hand- 
some proportions  through  prudent  management.  An 
enumeration  of  the  benefits  derived  would  be  a con- 
vincing proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  founders.  If  other 
lovers  of  popular  education  would  make  similar  be- 
quests, it  would  help  to  equalize  its  benefits  and  burdens 
in  the  future.  The  public  school  is  as  deserving  of  en- 
dowment funds  as  the  private  school,  since  its  resources 
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have  a natural  limit,  which  its  needs,  both  absolutely 
and  relatively,  may  exceed. 

I take  pleasure  in  publicly  thanking  also  the  follow-

Memorial  Day. 

While  the  schools  are  increasing,  the  survivors  of  the 
war  are  decreasing,  and  each  year  it  becomes  harder  to 
have  the  old  soldiers  participate  in  the  programmes  in 
all  the  schools.  An  open  air  celebration  was  planned 
last  year  for  the  first  time,  and  over  2,000  children  were 
on  their  way  to  the  Common,  when  a cloudburst  un- 
fortunately wrecked  all  our  plans.

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In  other  words,  the  man  Avho  is  assessed  $3,000.00  on 
his  home — that  is,  the  taxpayer  of  moderate  means — 
now  pays  66  cents  more  in  school  taxes  than  he  did  10 
years  ago.  And  yet  we  now  have  evening  schools,  and 
kindergartens ; ventilated  school  rooms,  which  use  twice 
the  fuel,  and  more  costly  fuel,  too,  than  the  old  type  now 
forbidden  by  law;  janitors,  teachers,  and  administrative 
officers,  who  of  necessity  must  be  better  paid  than  for- 
merly ; more  children  requiring  transportation ; and 
other  necessary  items  of  expense  not  demanded  10  years 
ago.  The  town  is  fortunate,  indeed,  to  be  able  to  meet 
these  increased  expenses,  without  increasing  the  burden 
of  taxation  any  more  than  22  cents  on  a thousand,  and 
every  eifort  should  be  made  to  keep  the  expenses  of  the 
schools  within  the  present  limit  of  the  taxpayers’  ability 
to  support  them. 

Care  of  Books. 

In  June,  1,300  school  books  were  discarded  as  worth- 
less. Of  this  number  916,  or  70%,  had  been  in  use  over 
five  years.  This  shows  that  there  is  certainly  no  ex- 
travagance in  the  use  of  books. 

Principals  and  Special  Teachers. 

The  reports  of  the  Principals  and  special  teachers 
which  follow,  show  that  we  have  active,  earnest  teachers 
in  these  positions,  whose  constructive  labors  for  our 
schools  merit  our  hearty  appreciation. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

I\Ir.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

There  were  enrolled  in  the  school  during  the  fall  term 
219  pupils,  the  average  membership  for  that  time  being 
212.  The  Superintendent  in  his  report  for  1899  showed 
that,  during  the  six  years  preceding  1899,  the  average 
membership  of  the  High  School  was  practically  at  a 
standstill,  alternately  gaining  and  losing,  and  ranging 
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between  112  and  118.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  since 
1899  there  has  been  a steady  increase  each  year.  To 
show  this,  the  fall  term  statistics  for  the  last  six  years 
are  given  in  the  following  table.  Fall  term  instead  of 
year  statistics  are  shown  in  order  to  make  a fair  com- 
parison between  the  present  incompleted  year  and  those 
which  precede.

Owing  to  the  growing  size  of  the  school,  52  desks 
were  placed  last  summer  in  one  of  the  new  rooms  for 
the  use  of  the  Junior  class,  the  room  which  was  last  year 
used  by  the  classes  in  drawing.  The  former  Junior  room 
is  now  occupied  by  one  division  of  the  Freshman  class, 
and  the  drawing  classes  are  conducted  in  a recitation 
room  of  the  old  part  of  the  building. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  morning  exercises 
were  held  in  the  separate  class  rooms.  This  fall,  how- 
ever, in  order  to  establish  a more  distinctively  school 
spirit,  to  give  less  occasion  for  the  feeling  of  clannish- 
ness which  such  separation  of  the  classes  may  engender, 
and  in  order  to  enable  the  Principal  to  come  into  closer 
touch  with  all  the  pupils,  the  three  higher  classes  were 
assembled  for  the  opening  exercises  three  mornings  each 
week,  in  one  of  the  largest  class  rooms.  The  Principal 
also  meets  the  entire  Freshman  class  on  the  other  two 
mornings  of  each  week  in  the  other  large  class  room. 

The  various  departments  of  instruction  appear  to  be 
in  good  condition  and  to  be  getting  good  results.  That 
no  more  tangible  results  have  been  thus  far  produced 
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in  the  commercial  department  is  to  be  regretted,  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  it  was  entered  into  in  an 
experimental  way.  For  the  first  two  years  all  the  sub- 
jects in  the  course  were  offered  for  one  year  only.  A 
year  ago  last  September,  pupils  began  a full  two  years’ 
course  in  these  branches  and  that  class,  which  now  num- 
bers nine,  should,  on  its  graduation  in  June,  prove 
whether  or  not  the  experiment  has  been  a successful  one. 

This  department  is  the  one  which  most  directly  fits 
boys  and  girls  for  an  immediate  money  making  career, 
and  too  many  parents  disparage  the  other  branches  of 
High  School  work  as  of  no  practical  value.  It  is  true 
that  it  is  hard  to  prove  that  algebra,  Latin,  history,  and 
science,  will  ever  bring  in  dollars  to  the  students  who 
do  not  go  to  college,  possibly  not  to  some  of  those,  but 
it  is  also  true  that  dollars  are  not  the  only  things  worth 
striving  for ; they  do  not  always  bring  the  highest  en- 
joyment of  life. 

It  is  a significant  fact  that  parents  who  have  them- 
selves had  a college  or  High  School  education  almost 
invariably  send  their  children  to  the  High  School  at 
least,  and  these  need  no  convincing.  But  many  others 
fail  to  see  that  the  real  mission  of  the  High  School  is  to 
furnish  a pleasant  and  by  far  tlie  most  profitable  en- 
vironment for  the  child  during  the  four  most  impres- 
sionable years  of  his  life.  It  puts  him  in  close  touch 
for  four  years  with  the  best  thought  of  the  world,  and 
in  many  cases  inspires  a love  for  good  reading  Avhich 
never  dies.  If  this  were  all  to  be  gained,  it  would  be 
time  well  spent.  The  man  who  loves  books  has  always 
within  easy  reach  the  inspiring  thoughts  of  the  world’s 
master  minds. 

The  opportunities  in  science  open  up  to  the  young 
mind  the  simpler  laws  and  phenoniena  of  the  natural 
world.  With  some  knowledge  of  these  things,  the 
chemical  and  physical  changes  in  the  everyday  world, 
the  trees  and  flowers,  the  rocks  in  the  field,  and  the  stars

in  the  heaven  will  have  an  interest  and  meaning  that  to 
others  is  entirely  unknown. 

Even  the  dreaded  mathematics  'and  Latin  may  be 
blessings  in  disguise,  for  great  educators  insist  that  they 
furnish  most  valuable  mental  training,  a training  which 
must  enable  the  mind  to  grasp  and  master  more  readily 
the  problems  which  may  later  present  themselves. 

In  addition  to  the  business  training  and  general  cul- 
ture which  may  be  obtained  in  the  High  School,  one  most 
important  function  is  the  preparation  for  college  work. 
That  our  High  School  is  doing  this  is  shown  by  the 
table  given  below : 

Of  the  99  graduates  in  the  last  five  years,  41  have 
entered  college  or  Normal  School.

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In  ^lay,  1904,  the  New  England  College  Entrance 
Certificate  Board  placed  the  Attleborough  High  School 
upon  the  list  of  approved  schools  for  the  period  of 
three  years.  This  means  that  students  may  be  ad- 
mitted on  certificate  to  Amherst  College,  Boston 
University,  Bowdoin  College,  Brown  University,  Dart- 
mouth College,  jMonnt  Holyoke  College,  Smith  College, 
Tufts  College,  University  of  Maine,  Wellesley  College, 
and  Wesleyan  University.  Enrthermore,  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology and  Radcliffe  College  have  within  two  years 
accepted  our  students  upon  examination. 

The  class  of  1904,  just  before  its  graduation,  presented 
to  the  school,  as  a decoration  for  the  Senior  room,  a 
beautiful  cast  in  relief  of  the  painting  “Aurora,”  by 
Guido  Reni.  This,  it  is  hoped,  has  established  a custom 
which  will  be  followed  by  many  succeeding  classes.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SANFORD 
STREET  SCHOOL. 

IMr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Our  watchword  for  this  year  is  “Thoroughness.” 
While  we  are  trying  to  be  thorough  in  all  subjects,  we 
are  giving  special  attention  to  arithmetic  and  spelling. 
AVe  are  endeavoring  in  these  two  subjects  to  confound 
those  critics  who  say  that  the  scholars  of  today  can  do 
neither  satisfactorily.  By  cutting  out  non-essential 
problems,  and  by  laying  more  emphasis  on  fundamental 
processes,  we  hope  to  secure  greater  accuracy  and 
facility  in  the  use  of  numbers ; while  by  taking  fewer 
words  daily  and  by  spending  more  time  in  drilling  on 
them,  we  shall  attain  greater  perfection  in  spelling. 
The  results  already  obtained  have  been  very  gratifying. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  scholars  this  year 
in  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades,  we  were  obliged  to  have 
an  assistant  in  the  seventh  grade.  We  now  have 
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assistant  teachers  in  the  four  rooms  of  the  Grammar 
School  building,  and  from  64  to  70  scholars  in  each 
room.  On  the  moral  effect  of  having  so  many  scholars 
in  a room,  I have  already  expressed  myself  in  a previous 
report.  I should  now  like  to  present  the  matter  from 
an  educational  and  economical  standpoint.  If  our  build- 
ing was  'large  enough  to  allow  each  teacher  to  have  a 
room  of  her  own,  we  could  handle  the  scholars  in  the 
three  rooms  mentioned  with  four  teachers  instead  of  six 
at  present.  If  each  of  the  six  teachers  had  a room  we 
could  handle  100  more  scholars. 

Last  year  the  ninth  grade  as  such  was  dropped,  the 
scholars  who  failed  of  promotion  to  the  High  School 
being  required  to  repeat  as  much  of  the  eighth  grade 
work  as  was  necessary.  That  this  was  a wise  step  is 
evidenced  by  the  favorable  reports  from  the  High 
School  in  regard  to  such  scholars,  and  by  the  work  of 
the  present  class.  They  are  doing  the  work  better  and 
enjoying  it  more  than  either  of  the  two  classes  that 
preceded  them. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  desire  of  the  teachers  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  pedagogical  thought  of  the  times,  I may 
mention  the  fact  that  last  year  nine  of  our  teachers 
formed  a reading  class,  and  read  and  discussed  together 
James’s  “Talks  to  Teachers  on  Psychology.”  These 
evening  meetings  were  thoroughly  enjoyable.  The 
teachers  had  the  pleasure  of  coming  in  closer  contact, 
and  becoming  better  acquainted  with  each  other,  while 
the  discussions  were  exceedingly  profitable. 

In  our  school  work  we  are  still  placing  the  building  of 
character  before  the  mere  acquiring  of  information. 
Character  is  the  backbone  of  civilization.  The  character 
of  a nation  depends  on  the  character  of  its  individuals. 
The  civilization  of  a nation  advances  or  recedes  as  the 
character  of  its  individuals  rises  or  falls.  There  has 
never  been  a time  in  the  history  of  our  country  when 
men  of  strong,  upright  character  were  so  much  needed 
as  at  present,  and  in  home  and  school  and  church  the 
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efforts  should  be  redoubled  to  produce  this  class  of  men 
and  women.  Whatever  the  result  of  our  efforts,  I be- 
lieve every  teacher  in  the  Sanford  Street  School  is  doing 
her  ver}"  best  along  this  line.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
RICHARDSON  SCHOOL. 

i\Ir.  A\hlliam  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  fact  that  so  large  a proportion  of  our  pupils  do 
inferior  work,  or  fail  of  promotion,  has  given  me  grave 
concern  and  has  caused  much  discussion  from  time  to 
time  among  our  teachers.  The  main  reasons  for  this 
seem  to  be,  first,  because  pupils  enter  our  first  grade  at 
the  immature  age  of  five  years ; second,  because  of  the 
numerous  changes  in  the  membership  of  our  schools  and 
a much  greater  change  among  the  teaching  force ; and 
third,  owing  to  the  small  amount  of  individual  work  that 
can  be  done  in  school  hours. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  children  who  come  to  us 
at  the  age  of  five  are  not  ready  for  the  regular  grade 
work.  They  belong  rather  in  a kindergarten.  Strive  as 
we  may  to  make  learning  attractive,  the  pupil’s  mind  is 
small,  and  to  force  into  it  at  this  age  the  necessary  mass 
of  material  necessitates  a grind  on  facts  and  principles 
neither  healthful  nor  wise. 

During  each  of  the  last  two  years,  one-fourth  of  the 
pu])ils  enrolled  in  September  have  moved  out  of  the 
district  or  left  school  before  the  end  of  the  year,  while 
as  many  new  comers  have  taken  their  places.  To  main- 
tain a high  standard  of  excellence  in  a school  where 
there  are  so  many  changes  in  membership  is  difficult  in- 
deed. The  ])upils  in  a given  room  have  frequently  come 
from  a large  number  of  different  schools  and  communi- 
ties, while,  in  the  higher  grades  but  remarkably  few 
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have  been  started  in  our  own  school.  If  we  are  to  leave 
a lasting  impression  on  a child  or  exact  from  him  results 
that  attest  his  best  efiorts,  we  must  have  the  opportunity 
to  study  that  child  not  only  month  after  month,  but  year 
after  year. 

If  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  the  best  results  under  these 
conditions,  what  shall  I say  regarding  a much  greater 
change  in  the  teaching  force?  During  the  past  year 
three-fifths  of  those  who  share  with  me  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  work  retired  from  the  service  of  the  school. 
In  almost  every  case  a more  lucrative  position  induced 
the  change.  The  teacher  is  the  life  of  the  school  and 
teaching  a serious  profession,  not  merely  an  occupation. 
It.  is  most  unfortunate,  then,  to  lose  our  efficient 
teachers,  and  the  results  of  most  carefully  directed  effort 
must  be  at  a discount  so  long  as  this  obstacle  confronts 
us. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  nothing  would  improve  our  work 
so  much  as  the  introduction  of  more  individual  instruc- 
tion, for,  after  all,  it  is  the  work  with  the  individual 
child  that  counts,  and  I hope  that  serious  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  means  for  providing  it,  when  plan- 
ning for  the  next  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  work  of 
the  Music  Department  is  one  of  progress. 

When  the  pupil  enters  school  he  is  taught  a wide 
variety  of  simple,  interesting  songs.  This  song  singing 
becomes  the  basis  of  the  child’s  musical  knowledge.  It 
develops  the  power  of  imitation  and  cultivates  the 
memory  and  the  imagination.  The  pupil  is  then  shown 
the  symbol  representation  of  familiar  songs,  and  the 
training  of  the  eye  to  follow  the  notation  of  songs, 
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already  familiar,  lays  the  foundation  for  our  whole 
eourse  of  music  study. 

During  the  past  two  years  I have  endeavored  to 
establish  a tone  quality  in  the  singing,  which  would  be 
at  all  times  pleasant  and  tuneful.  In  the  majority  of  our 
classes  this  is  now  accomplished,  and  I have  turned  my 
attention  to  another  phase  of  the  work,  namely,  in- 
dividual recitation  in  music.  The  results  so  far  have 
been  most  gratifying,  and  it  is  my  hope  that,  at  the  end 
of  the  grammar  school  course,  our  pupils  may  attain  to 
that  standard  of  excellency,  set  by  I\Ir.  Frank  Damrosch 
for  his  schools  in  New  York,  namely,  that  every  pupil 
should  be  so  equipped  musically  that  he  can  appreciate 
and  enjoy  good  music,  can  sing  a number  of  good  songs, 
sing  at  sight  any  simple  melody  or  a second  or  third 
part  in  a chorus,  write  a melody  from  hearing,  detect 
impurities  of  intonation,  and  sing  with  a clear,  true, 
musical  voice  and  correct  enunciation. 

One  period  of  40  minutes  is  devoted  each  week  to 
music  in  our  High  School.  This  is  not  altogether  a 
development  of  the  work  in  the  lower  grades,  but  is 
confined  entirely  to  chorus  singing.  For  the  Freshman 
class  music  is  a required  study.  For  the  Senior,  Junior, 
and  Sophomore  classes  it  is  elective.  For  attendance 
during  the  music  period,  one-half  point  is  credited 
toward  the  pupil’s  diploma. 

In  my  last  report  I spoke  of  the  advisability  of  in- 
troducing into  our  High  School  the  serious  study  of 
music.  A class  of  this  kind  would  be  of  special  benefit 
to  the  pupils  who  are  to  go  through  Normal  School,  and 
to  the  pupil  who,  naturally  musical,  would  embrace  any 
opportunity  that  would  help  to  develop  and  cultivate 
his  musical  talent.  Anticipating  this  class  at  some 
future  time,  I have  arranged  a two-years’  elective  course 
of  music  study  in  advanced  theory,  harmony  and  com- 
position. This  course  provides  one  period  each  week 
with  required,  examinable  work,  for  which  credit  is 
given  with  proportion  to  the  time  spent.  With  one 
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period  each  week  for  the  practice  of  chorus  singing,  in 
which  all  the  pupils  in  school  participate,  and  one  period 
each  week  for  the  serious  study  of  music  (elective),  our 
work  in  the  High  School  will  take  on  a more  definite 
character,  and  become  a vital  force  in  the  life  of  the 
school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

l\Ir.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  proceeded  with  but  few 
departures  from  established  lines.  It  is  impossible  to 
describe  the  programme  or  the  results  in  detail ; such 
things  must  be  seen  to  be  understood.  Therefore  my 
best  report  is  in  the  form  of  the  Annual  Drawing 
Exhibit  which  occurs  in  June,  to  which  the  public  is 
always  cordially  invited  and  as  cordially  responds. 
Suffice  to  say  now,  that  we  make  good  use  of  bright 
flowers  and  autumn  leaves  while  they  last,  to  furnish 
examples  for  nature’s  beautiful  shapes  and  colors. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  much 
attention  was  given  to  constructive  work,  especially  in 
the  lower  grades,  where  the  children  made  simple  ob- 
jects, as  lanterns,  sleds,  canoes,  booklets,  match  strikes, 
boxes,  broom  cases,  blotters,  windmills,  picture  frames, 
tra}^s,  mats,  etc. 

This  work  is  educative,  since  it  requires  attention, 
accuracy  and  neatness  on  the  part  of  the  child,  and  what 
is  more,  gives  him  great  pleasure  in  making  something 
himself.  More  and  more  attention  is  being  given  to  this 
phase  of  art  work  throughout  the  country.  Formerly 
only  the  pictorial  representation  was  emphasized,  as  if 
every  pupil  was  to  become  a portrait  or  landscape 
painter,  thus  neglecting  a branch  of  art,  the  crafts,  that 
not  only  contributes  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  the 
individual,  but  is  a most  vital  force  contributing  to  the 
welfare  of  society. 
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The  correlation  of  drawing-  with  other  studies  has 
been  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  the  pupils  illus- 
trating lessons  in  geography,  language,  history,  and 
physiology.  Drawing  is  a much  better  and  more  natural 
method  than  writing  or  speaking  for  telling  many 
things,  and  if  the  children  cannot  use  it,  a very  essential 
part  of  art  instruction  has  been  neglected. 

In  the  High  School  the  work  has  been  so  arranged 
that  there  are  two  separate  classes  in  freehand  and  two 
in  mechanical  drawing.  Design  has  been  made  the  most 
important  branch  of  the  freehand  work  and  especial  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  the  theory  of  good  design,  and 
its  industrial  application.  The  cover  for  this  report  was 
designed  by  Lawrence  B.  Robbins. 

It  is  not  expected  that  each  pupil  will  develop  into  an 
artist  through  his  study  of  drawing,  but  it  is  expected 
that  his  eyes  will  be  opened  to  the  beauty  of  form  and 
color  in  nature,  that  he  will  be  able  to  combine  the  use- 
ful and  the  beautiful  in  common-place  things,  and  above 
all,  that  he  will  gain  in  good  impulses  through  his  love 
and  appreciation  of  beauty.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUANT  OFFICER. 

l\Ir.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I find  that  there  is  a greater  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
children  to  attend  school  in  the  past  year  than  in  former 
years,  but  very  few  cases  of  truancy  having  occurred 
during  the  year.  Five  years  ago  quite  a large  per  cent, 
of  absence  was  from  this  cause  at  certain  times  in  the 
year,  especially  in  the  spring.  Last  spring,  however, 
there  was  a marked  improvement  over  former  years. 
The  plans  adopted  by  the  Superintendent  and  carried 
out  by  the  teachers  have  improved  greatly  the  regular 
attendance  and  lessened  tardiness. 
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I wish  to  thank  the  kind  hearted  people  who  have 
contributed  so  generously  to  the  benevolent  fund,  which 
has  aided  so  much  in  my  work.
